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Anoka. Minn., May 2S.— In a small farm- 
house. Ave mllt'3 northeast rrom Anoka, 
In Cow township, there occnrred on Sun- 
Oay ntKht one of the most sbocfclng trnge- 
dlei In itac history of Minnesota. The 
persons above named are lying In the 
farnihoure without care or attention, Bave 
that which Is volunteered by neighbors. 
They are the victims of assault by persons 
who appear to have left not the slightest 
clue to their identity. 

Who did 'the deed, ur why it was done, 
none in-Anoka can guess, and the whole 
affair Is 'shrouded in the deepest mystery. 
Sunday night William Wise,.hh* sons 
William «nd Joseph and Mrs. Wise were 
In the kitchen playing cards. They had 
hern there for some time, when the two 
daughters, who were in the front room, 
heard a step on the porch. They ran Into 
the kitchen and told their parents. Mr. 
Wise said there was no one there, and the 
girls went back Into the front room. They 
had hardly seated themselves when shots 
rang out and the house was turned Into 
a shamble. A shotgun and a 44-eatiber 
Winchester rifle were the weapons 'used. 
Shut Wovrn Without Merer- 
Again and agalu the shots rang out,-and 
each lime there was a Bhriek or a groan 
from some one or the family who was hit. 
All was confusion around the house, and 
nobody thought of looking for the 'assail- 
ants until U was too late. 

On hearing the shots the first impulse 
of the daughters. Martha and Eliza, was 
to rush to a safe place between the two 
rooms. While the shot and bullets rained 
In the kitchen the girls stood there and 
watched. First their little brother Willie, 
then their father fell, crying In their 
agony. The room became filled with 
smoke, which, when cleared away, dis- 
closed a sickening sight. 

Little Willie Wise, aged 7 years, lay on 
the floor dead. His death was instant- 
aneous. The bullet struck him under the 
right shoulder blade and tore up through 
his cheek. ( 

Mrs. Wise was sitting with her back to- 
wards the window through which the shots 
were fired. Hearing the first shot, she par- 
tially turned around and was struck with 
a Winchester bullet In the abdomen. She 
fell towards" the floor, Belzlng the table to 
support herfelf. On her right sat Mr. 
Wise. At the first shot he let his head 
fall oo the table, and the bullets struck 
him In the neck and the left side of his 
Jace. Joseph was . fitting opposite his 
fiother. and was not hit by the first dis- 
charge. He. began running around the 
room until struck by a bullet. 

The firing lasted but a few seconds. 
The shotgun was a double gun and loaded 
with buckshot. The assassin crept to the 
window, where the center light of glass 
was broken. There was a wire mosquito 
netting across the hole, and there are two 
large holes In the netting to show where 
the shot went through. The two holes are 
within an inch of each other, there being 
only a few wires between them. Under- 
neath the holes made by the buckshot are 
five bullet holes, made by a forty-four 
caliber rifle. The bullet holes are almost. 
directly under the buckshot and so close 
to them that two men cou'jd not bave fired 
at the^same time. Both ' barrels of the 
shotgun were evidently discharged at the 
tame time. 

Looking at the window. It appears as If 
one man did tHe shooting, using the shot- 
gun first and the rlfie aitterwardB. 

There Is another window directly oppo- 
site the one-shot through. The\xlass /is 
perforated with bullet holes, and the wall, 
to the left Is riddled* with buckshot. TfcJr- 
ty-two pellets have been taken out of the 
wall. There were fully ten shots fired 
from the rifle, for Sheriff Merrill picked 
up ten -exploded Bhells anU one that, "had 
X not been used. There were no shells from 
' ' the shotgun. 

A Scene of . Horror, 
Jhe scenp that greeted Harry Lapbam 
ana Swan Floreen when they arrived on 
tbescene was one of horror. The wound- 
ed bad been lying where they fell orer fif- 
teen minutes and the room was spattered 
with blood. One-half the table was a red 
pool, showing where the life had ebbed 
from the father as be lay with his face In 
hli arms. 
The mother was lying in' the doorway. 
-The blood had made a little pool on the 
! now. On each side the wainscoting showed 
the prints of bloody hands, where MrB. 
Wise had tried to help herself during the 
V absence of her daughters. Joseph threshed 
.0 around the floor after being hit and left 
his blood everywhere. When' Lapbam and 
.Floreen arrived they set about to do what 
7 they could for the stricken family. 



MAY SUE FOR PEACE 



New York. May "JS.— .lames Kitzhnr- 
ris, alias "Skin llif Coat," unci Joseph 
Mullett. the Irish hiviiiL'ibh's who 
were recently released from prison in 
Ireland, where I hey were sentenced 
for complicity in the Phoenix park 
murders in 1SS2. were on Sunday ex- 
cluded by the hoard of special inquiry 
tit trie immigration station and or- 
dered deported. The exclusion was 
made under the interpretation of the 
law which forbids anyone being ud- 
m it fed to this country who has been 
adjudged guilty of a "felony, infamous 
crime or misdemeanor involving moral 
turpitude." ,, 

The two men were recently par- 
doned by Karl Cadogah. lord lieuten- 
ant of Ireland, from a sentenceiof life 
imprisonment, and reached this city 
among the steerage passengers on the 
I.tteanin Saturday Inst. After a con- 
ference with Commissioner Fitchie, 
the men were ordered back jo Ellis 
island to await the action of the board 
of special inquiry. This board was 
composed of William Weihe, chair- 
man; H. H. Mollor, .TamesA. Toner 
and Maj. Charles S. Sensey. The two 
men were taken. before the board on 
KIHs island Sunday morning. The in- 
quisition was secret. 

After the meeting of the board it 
was learned that Fitzharris was the 
first of the two to be examined by the 
members. He. admit let) he had served 
nearly 17 years in prison. After being 
asked the usual questions as to his 
age, nativity and residence, Fitzb ar- 
ris was asked- of what crime he. hnd 
been convicted, and answered: "Trea- 
son." lie was then questioned as to 
this charge, and he told the board 
that he had been- arrested about nine 
mouths after The famous Phoenix 
park murders, in company with 23 
others. These 23 were accused of hav- 
ing been accessories after J he fact, 
while Fitzharris was charged with 
haying been* -an accessory before the 
fact. * Three mouths later he was 
brought to trial, with others of the 
accused, Five of them were sentenced 
to be hanged, and .Fit/.harris was sen- 
tenced to penal servitude for life. 

While telling his story to ihe board 
Fit/.harris declared Hint at the! lime of 
his trial he was offered X 10,000 by 
the English government if he would 
turn informer against the oilier mem- 
bers of. the band. This he refused to 
do. and of his life sentence he served 
about 17 years in the Mount Joy; 
Chatham. Dnawnpatrick and Marybone 
prisons. Eight months ago he was: 
pardoned. FitJiharris said that he and 
Mullett had about $25 between litem 
when they reached this port. He as- 
serted that while he was' on Uritish 
soil he was compelled lo report to the 
police every month as to his doings 
and whereabouts. "I came - to this 
country," he added, "because I want __ 
chance to rest and recuperate. I 
wanted to stay' here about three 
months, and (hen go back to my fam- 
ily." 

Mulled indignantly refused to an- 
swer any of the questions put to him 
by the board. He declared he was not 
being accorded proper treatment by 
the government, "llis examinations 
lasted only a short, time, as lie would 
not respond to questions.

It is asserted 
that at least 50. of the imported men 
have joined the strikers. -All the points 
at issue between the company and its 
striking employes have been agreed to 
except that of reinstating all the men 
who went out in their old positions. 
The company refuses to displace the 
men they have, hired sinee the strike 
began, while the strikers- decline to 
sign any agreement that does not give 
all the.old men their places again.

' Anoka, Minn.. May 28.— In a small farm- 
nou»e, five mll« northeast from Anoka, 
In Cow township, there occurred on Sun- 
day night one of the most shocking trage- 
dies In the history of Minnesota. The 
persons above nanied are lying in the 
farmhouse without care or attention, save 
that uhlch Is volunteered by neighbors 
They are the victims of assault by persons 
who appear to have left not the slightest 
clue to their identity. 

Who did the deed, or why It was done, 
none In Anoka can guess, and the whole 
affair Is shrouded In the deepest mystery. 
Sunday night William \Wlse, . his sons 
William and Joseph and Mrs. Wise were 
In the kitchen playing cards. Tbey had 
been there for some time, when the two 
daughters, who were in the front room, 
heard a step on the porch. They ran into 
the kitchen and told their parents. Mr. 
Wise said there was no one there, and the 
girls went back Into the front room. They, 
had hardly seated themselves when shots 
rang out and the house was turned Into 
a shamble. A shotgun and a 44-callher 
Winchester rifle were the weapons used. 
Sbut Uoirn Without Merer. 
Again and again the shots rang out, and 
each time there was a shriek or a Kroan 
from some one of the family who was hit. 
All was confusion around the house, and 
nobody thought of looking for the assail- 
ants until It was too late. 

On hearing the shots the first Impulse 
of the daughters, Martha and Eliza, was 
to msh to a safe place between the two 
rooms. While the shot and bullets rained 
In (he kitchen the girls stood there and 
watched. First their little brother Willie, 
then their father fell, crying In their 
agony. The room became filled with 
smoke, which, when cleared away, dis- 
closed a sickening sight.. 

Littl^ Willie Wise, aged 7 years, lay on 
the floor dead: His death was instant- 
aneous. The bullet struck him under the 
right shoulder biade and . tore up through 
bis cheek. 

Mrs. Wise was sitting with her back to- 
wards the window through which the shots 
were fired. Hearing the first shot, she par- 
tially turned around and was struck With 
a Winchester bullet In the abdomen. She 
fell towards the floor, seizing the table to 
support herself. On her right sat. Mr. 
Wise. At the first shot he let his head 
fall on the table, and the bullets struck 
him in the neck and the left side of his 
face. Joseph was sitting opposite his 
mother, and was not hit by the first dis- 
charge. He began running around the

room until struck by a bullet. 

The firing lasted but a few seconds. 
The shotgun was a double gun- and loaded 
with buckshot. The assassin crept to the 
window, where the center light of glass 
wes broken. There was a wire mosquito 
netting across the hole, and there are two 
large holes In the netting to show where 
the shot went through. The two holes are 
within an Inch of each other, there being 
only a few wires between them. Under- 
neath the holes made by the buckshot are 
five bullet holes, mode by a forty-four 
caliber rifle. The bullet holes are almost 
directly under the buckshot and so close 
to them that two men coujd not have fired 
at the same time. Doth barrels of the 
shotgun were evidently discharged at the 
same time. 

Looking at the window, it appears as If 
one man did the shooting, using the shot- 
gun first and the rifle afterwards. 

There Is another window directly oppo- 
site the one shot through. The glass Is 
perforated with bullet boles, and the wall, 
to the left is riddled with buckshot. Thir- 
ty-two pellets hive been taken out of the 
wall. There were fully ten shots fired 
from the rifle, for Sheriff Merrill picked 
up ten exploded shells and one that bad 
not been used. There were no shells from 
the shotgun. 

yK Scene of.Ilorrur. 
The scenp that' greeted Harry Lapham 
and Swan Floreen when they arrived on 
the scene was one of horror. The wound- 
ed had been lying where they fell over fif- 
teen minutes and. the room was spattered 
with blood. One-half the table was a red 
pool, showing where the life had' ebbed 
from the father as he lay with his face in 
his arms. 

The mother was lying In the doorway. 
The blood had made a little pool on the 
floor. On each side the wainscoting showed 
the prints of bloody bands, where Mrs. 
Wise had tried to help herself during the 
absence of her daughters. Joseph threshed 
around the lloor after being' hit and left 
his blood everywhere. When Lapham and 
■ Floreen arrived they set about to do what 
tbey could for. the stricken family.

After a con- 
ference with Commissioner Fitchie, 
the men were ordered back to Ellis 
island to await the action of thcjbbard 
of special inquiry. This board was 
composed of William Weihe. Ichair- 
mnn; II. II. Moller, James A. Toner 
and .Maj. Charles S. Sensey. The two' 
men were taken before the board on 
Kills island Sunday morning. The in- 
quisition was secret. 

After the meeting of the board it 
was learned that Fitzharris was the 
first of the two to be examined by the 
members. . lie, admitted, he had served 
nearly 1" years in prison. . After being 
nsked the usual questions as to 1 " his- 
age, nativity and residence, Fitzlmr- 
ris was asked of what crime, he had 
been convicted.nnd answered: "Trea- 
son." lie was then questioned as to 
this charge, and he told the hoard 
that' he had been arrested about nine 
months after the famous Thoenix 
park murders, in company with 23 
others.

Five of them were sentenced 
to be hanged, and Fitzharris was sen- 
tenced lo penal servitude for life.

Fitzharris declared that at the time of 
his trial he was offered £10,000 by 
the English government if he would 
turn informer against the other mem- 
bers of the band. This he refused to 
do, and of his life sentence he served 
about 17 years in the Mount Joy 
Chatham. Dnawnpatrick and Marybooe 
prisons. Kight months ago he was 
pardoned. Fitzharris said that he and 
Mulletf. lind about $25 between them 
when they reached this port. He as- 
serted that while he .was on British 
soil he was compelled to report Jo the- 
police every month as to his doings 
and whereabouts. "I came to this 
country," he added, "because I.waht a 
chance to rest and recuperate. I 
wanted to stay here about three 
months, and then go back to niy fam- 
ily."

Thus Lord Roberts, iidvanoing along 
the railway', was in a position to strike 
nny part of the crescent by shorter 
lines than those by which the Boers 
could reenforce the threatened points: 
The. Boers retreated almost without a 
show of defense. Gen. French and Gen. 
Hamilton apparently did not fire a 
shot. Of Lord Roberts* immediate 
force, 11 men belonging to the Eighth 
mounted infantry were the first to ford 
the river. They came upon, a Boer pa- 
trol looting Viljoen's drift, and d skir- 
mish lasting ten minutes followed. 
Two hundred Boers tried feebly to lipid 
the Vereenigning .colliery, but they 
were dislodged. ' * ' ' 



^MINNESOTA -NEWS. 



St. Louis, May 2H.— This is the twen- 
ty-first day of the street railwuy strike, 
aqd the end seems as far away as ever, 
both the Transit company and its em- 
ployes stnml.ngflrm in their respective' 
positions.* Xot a car on the Transit 
company's system has been run since 
the strike began withoufpolice protec- 
tion, in consequence of there not be- 
ing enough police to guard the S00 or 
more cars usually operated, less than a 
quarter of that number has been run 
by the company over only a.part of its 
22 divisions and lines. Since the 8th 
;of May,- when the strike began, there 
t have been numerous collisions between! 
the police and the strikers and the lat- 
ter's sympathizers.. Hardly a day dur- 
ing- that time has passed. without some- 
body being wennded by bullets or in- 
jured by flying missiles and police 
clubs. The list of casualties presents 
four persons shot and killed, 22 wounds 
ed by bullets and .50 or more injured 
in other ways. Two of/the killed were 
innocent bysfanders, a striking motor? 
man and an emergency policeman com,-, 
pleting the number. Several of the 
wounded arc in a critical condition and 
may die. 

It is estimated by the strikers that 
less- than 50 of then* number — 3,325 — 
who struck, have returned Xo work. 
These, with the street car men import- 
ed from other cities, arc operating the 
Transit company's cars. It is asserted 
that at least 50. of the imported men 
have joined the strikers. -All the point s> 
at issue between the company and its 
striking employes have been agreed to 
except that of reinstating all the men 
who went out in their old positions." 
The company refuses to displace the 
meii they "have, hired since the strike 
began, while the strikers decline to 
sign any agreement that does not give 
all the old men their places again. Sev- 
eral attemptshave been made to bring 
the employers and employes together, 
but withoiit success; and thus the mas- 
ter stands. 

As the result of an encounter Sunday 
night between striking and nonstrik-. 
ing employes of. the Transit system 
three men were shot, one being fatally 
and the others seriously wounded. 
As Philip' Sullivan, --James Sulli- 
van and Patrick O'Cbnnell, strik- 
ers, wei'e passing through Lafayette 
park they were approached from the 
rear and fired upon by three men said 
to be in the compan3* J s employ. One 
of the bullets passed, through Philip 
Sullivan's right lung, giving him a mor- 
tal wound, damtjs Sullivan received a 
ball in the left cheek and O'Counell was 
shot through the right leg-. Accounts 
of the affair differ, some bystanders 
claiming that it- was a deliberate at- 
tempt at assassination on the part of 
the company's new. employes, while 
others aver that it was nothing 
more or less than a pitched battle be- 
tween the two factions. A riotcall was 
at once sounded, but the three un- 
known men had made good their es- 
cape by the time of the police arrival 
on- the scene. .

Wherever, gravel abounds,) no other 
material can compete with it in qual- 
ity 'and. cheapness for building first 
class roads. If, now, methods may be 
devised for handling this somewhat- 
difficult and clumsj* material,. -at less 
expense, an impetus will be given, to 
t he cause of good roads. I want to show 
an. idea or two inruse.in this town," and 
elsewhere, for loadingand distributing 
gravel rapidly and easily. An^thinj 
that will save human muscle and econ- 
omize time'is worth trying. f 

Let us back up our carts to the bank 
chosen and begin to open it. This must 
be done right and with a purpbse in 
view. . A few boards or planks; seven 
feet long should, be cleated together. 
After shoveling into the bank Ion a 
level until an upright wall of gravel- 
one to two feet high is left, lay>down 
the platform of planks, and with a bar 
keep it. with one edge close to the bank,

Humane Method of Disposing ol 

Th em Adopted by the Chicago 

Hnmnne Society. 

The Chicago Humane society has at 
last hit upon a novel Hut' effectual 
means of disposing of vagrant curs be* 
fore the heat of summer .sets in. They 
are being gathered.up from the streets 
and asphyxiated by gas, reports the 
Tribune. Calls are responded to by 
the Humane society when made by 
residents of the city who may be both- 
ered by stray dogs. A number of wom- 
en, actuated by humanitarian impulses; 
are cooperating with the society to 
gather up the animals left to wander 
and starve ■ along the thoroughfares. 
It is'largely due to" their repeated re- 
quests for a milder means of destroj-- 
ing dogs thnt the new scheme of ex- 
termination by gas has been brought 
about. They consider death by shoot- 
ing on unnecessarily painful process. - 

A small metal tank closely .sealed 
with a. tight cover is filled with com- 
mon illuminating gas admitted by a 
tube.' A small aperture in the cover 
permits the air to be forced out.. Into 
this tank, one at a time, the dogs are 
dropped, the gas turned' on, and in 30 
seconds they are unconscious and in 
less than, a minute they are lifeless. 
Two feet of gas is considered sufficient 
quantity to kill a dog, nnd> the expense 
amounts to practically the same as the 

bullet. - -"

shoveling on this flat surface is so 
much more speedy and easy, that two 
men will handle as much gravel in a day. 
as three will when striking the edges of 
their shovels constantly against ob- 
structions.- - |' 

Let this' shoveling continue!' keep: 
ing the bottom level, and the jplanks 
close to the bank right backlight or 
nine feet, leaving the upright walls 
on either side. . Next set up four or 
five posts on either side, live feet. out 
of the ground, bind them together with 
■4x6 crosspieces and lay down: three- 
inch planks, as a cover. -Then have a 
pair of horses and "scraper draw the 
gravel upon this raised platform. 
Carts to be loaded are backed under 
it, and the drivers upset the flooiOIet- 
ting the gravel fall into the earjt. This 
arrangement is next in speed to a 
steam shovel, and will load gravel four 
times as fast as by hand. ; 

Wagons are superior, even to carts, 
if they have bodies constructed for 
the work. Their preparation is easy. 
however. Planks one foot wide are 
fixed on edge and attached to the 
stakes. -Other narrower ones are fitted 
closely for "the bottom, and the ends 
of these planks are rounded for handles 
so they may be turned up. .letting the 
graver fall through upon the roadbed. 
This is as easy as dumping a cart, and. 
besides, it saves spreading a heap, for 
it may be placed in this.way just where 
it is wanted. * These simple, home-made 
contrivances may mean increasing the 
stretch of good roads at no added ex- 
pense, in other towns as well as here, 
if adopted. , . ■ 

An excellent tool to save strength 
and time is the six or eight-fined fork, 
when coarse gravel is being. Handled, 
.and nowhere does it work so easily 
as' upon the plank platform. Another 
good thing, is a stone-boat built with 
six-inch sides, if the gravel is. being 
hauled but a few rods. It :uustbe 
rigged to dump, by hanging a strong 
ring at the exact middle of one side. 
When the road is reached, unt ook the 
team and drive around to the side hav- 
ing no- ring. Put the chain across the 
boat arid into the ring. Next Etand'up 
a four-foot .piece of plank ui Her the 
chain, back of the horses. YYl en they 
start over goes the load. The boat is 
loaded in one minute by the scraper, 
after being drawn alongside of an 
eight-inch plank that is kept on edge 
by stout pins of wood or iron driven 
into the gravel. The boat, placed just 
beside this, when the scraper is thrown 
over, catches the' load. Thje wheel 
shovel or wheel scraper is a valuable 
adjunct where the gravel and roadbed 
are near neighbors, also. •• 

I Sometimes where a piece of road is 
.so far from a gravel deposit lis to be 
deemed impossible of improvement, be- 
cause of'the expense of teaming, it may 
be profitably .worked when employing 
these simple time and labor savers. Ke- 
member that gravel is never! tied up 
by frost, in winter, when men and teams 
are -idle. It is always accessible, and 
may be sledded during : the 
days.— Farm Journal.''

Vigan, Luzon-, June 2. via Manila, 
June :4.— Maj. -March, with his detach- 
ment! 'of. the Thirty-third ' regiment, 
overtook what is believed to have been 
Aguinaldo's party on May 19 at La Gat, 
about .100 miles northeast of Vigan. 
The Americans killed or wounded an 
officer, supposed' to be Aguinaldip, 
whose bod y was removed by his f ollow- 
ers. Aguinaldb had 100 men, Maj. 
March 125. The American commander 
reached Laboagan, where Aguinaldb 
had made his headquarters since March 
6, on. May 7. Aguinaldo had fled seven 
hours, .before, leaving all the beaten 
trails, and traveling through the forest 
along the beds of streams. Toward 
evening, May 19, Maj. March struck 
Aguinaldo's outpost about' a mile out- 
side ^of La Gat, killing four Filipinos 
and capturing two. From the latter he 
learned, that Agiiinaldo had camped 
there for the night. Although ex- 
hausted and half starved, Maj. March's 
men entered La Gat on the run. They 
saw the insurgents scattering into the 
bushes or oyer the plateau.- ' 

A thousand yards beyond the town, 
on the" mountain side, the figures of, 25 
Filipinos, dressed in white, with their 
leader on a gray horse, were silhouet-- 
ted ^against the sunset. The Amer- 
icans fired a volley and saw the officer 
drop from his horse. His followers 
fled, carrying the body. The Ameri- 
cans, on reaching the spot, caught the 
hors,e, which was richly saddled. Blood 
from a badly wounded man'was on'the 
animal and on the ground. The saddle 
bags contained Aguinaldo's diary and 
some private papers, including procla- 
mations. One of these was addressed: 
"To the civilized nations." It protest- 
ed against the American occupation of 
the Philippines. There was also found, 
copies of Senator Beveridge's speech,, 
translated into Spanish and entitled 
"The death knell of the Filipino peo* 
pie.**. 

The officersliot was either Aguinaldo 
or his adjutant; and as the horse was 
richly caparisoned it is a fair presump- 
tion 1 that it was-Aguinaldo.

WnshiriKton. June 4.— The record of the 
tint session of the Fifty-sixth congress la 
now practically closed, and It Is possible to 
rurvcy the Important work It has accom- 
plished during the last six months. It has 
twen a busy congress— the busiest, accord- 
ing to veteran officials, in many years. In 
tome respects the work has been less ex- 
citing than that of the preceding congress, 
which covered the dramatic period when 
war was declared against Spain, and also 
the period of reconstruction and treaty- 
making with Spain following the successful 
close of the war. But In work actually ac- 
complished and started toward accom- 
plishment the record of the present session 
rtands well In comparison with the most 
energetic congresses. 

Our new territorial possessions have re- 
ceived much attention, nnd while there has 
lire n no definite action as to the Philippines 
or 1 Cuba, a form of government and a means 
of raising revenue has been provided for 
Porto Rico, and a comprehensive territorial 
form of government has been given to Ha- 
waii. The financial act has made important 
changes In the laws relating to the parity 
of metals, the bonded indebtedness, na- 
tional banks and the security of the treas- 
ury by a gold reserve. The*Nicaraguan 
rnnal bill has passed the house and is on 
the calendar of the senate ready for at- 
tention when congress reconvenes. The 
anil-trust bill Is similarly advanced. The 
untl-trust constitutional amendment has a 
defeat recorded tfgolnst It. The Pacific 
cable measure has passed the senate and is 
awaiting final action In the house. 

Lrfflstntlon Pnrllr Advanced. 
The Nlcaragunn canal bill and the ship- 
ping subsidy bill are notable instances 
of legislation partly advanced during the 
present session, but not enacted Into law. 
The canal bill has passed the house and 
has been made the special order in the 
senate beginning December 10 next The 
hhlpping hill Is on the calendar of each 
house with favorable recommendation 
from a majority membership of the sen- 
ate and house committees. 

Anti-trust legislation has come promi- 
nently Into attention in the house at the 
close of the session, the house having 
passed a new anti-trust bill and defeated 
a constitutional amendment. 

The senate has passed a' bill for a cable 
to the Philippines and beyond, to be con- 
structed and maintained under govern- 
ment control, Hut no action has been 
taken on it in the house. 

The restriction of oleomargarine has 
been productive of considerable agita- 
tion, mainly In committees, and a radi- 
cal restrictive bill has been reported to 
the house. 

Some Unpleasant Features. 
The exclusion of Brlgham H. Roberts 
from a seat in the house because of his 
polygamous status, the refusal of the 
M-nate- to admit Mr. Quay on the ap- 
pointment of the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the sensational charges, in- 
vestigation and developments in the sen- 
ate in the case of Mr." Clark, of Mon- 
tana, have added some exciting personal 
phases to the session. Investigations have 
l*en prolific, including the Inquiry into 
the Coeur d'Alene mining riots In Idaho, 



a government for the territory of Hawaii." 
The debates on it In the senute and .house 
aroused little division save on matters of 
detail. The act provides a system of gov- 
ernment much like that of territories, with 
a governor appointed by the president, a 
legislature of two houses, franchise rights 
practically the same as those of voters of 
the United States, with the additional 
qualification that a voter shall "be able to 
speak, read and write the English or tho 
Hawaiian language." Administrative and 
judicial officers are provided, anil the Island 
is given a delegate to the house of; repre- 
sentatives of the United States, chosen by 
the people, with a right to debate In th« 
house, but not a right to vote. 

The Philippines and Cuba have occupied 
much attention In the way of debate and 
the adoption of resolutions of Inquiry. The 
Spooner bill, providing that when all insur- 
rection agatnBt the authority of the United 
States shall be at an end then all military, 
civil and^fudielal powers shall, unless oth- 
erwise provided by congress, be carried on 
under the direction of the president, formed 
the basis of the senatorial debate on the 
Philippines, but was fruitless of action. 
The only legislation- as to Cuba Is of a com- 
paratively minor character, relating to 
Cuban shipping. 

Pensions. 
"■ The general pension lawi« nave : been 
materially changed by the present con- 
gress, largely as a result of the efforts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
which secured the passage of a bill 
amending the law of June 27, JS30, so 
as to permit the "aggregating" of disa- 
bilities, and changing the provision as. 
to widows so that a widow may receive 
pension when she Is "without means of 
support other than her dally labor, and 
has an actual net income not exceeding 
1250." etc. 

"Free Homes" Act. 

The "free homes" act has at last be- 
conie law. It provides for the patenting 
of homesteads on the public lands ac- 
quired from the Indians on the payment 
of the usual fees and no other or further 
charges. This opens to free homestead 
entry many millions of acres of public 
lands in the west, heretofore sold at 
stated figures per acre. 

Another measure Dassed of some gen- 
eral Interest permits the secretary of 
agriculture to restore game birds which 
are becoming extinct, and provides 
means for the restriction of traffic in 
dead animals, birds, etc.. from state to 
state, the latter Drovlslon being in part 
designed to limit the destruction of song 
birds for, the sale of their plumage. 
Other Leslalatlon'. 
Among other miscellaneous acts of the 
session are those for the preservation of 
the historic frigate Constitution and for 
extending the work of the twelfth census. 
Considerable general legislation is carried 
on appropriation bills. These provisions In- 
clude the amendment to the military acad- 
emy bill making the commanding general 
of the army a lieutenant general, and the 
adjutant general of the army a major gen- 
eral; also the amendment to the sundry 
civil bill appropriating $5,000,000 for the St 
Louis exposition. Both of these bills are 
still pending. The naval appropriation bill 
adds two battleships, three armored cruis- 
ers, three protected cruisers and five sub- 
marine boats to the naval strength, and 
may Include special legislation as to armor 
plate and a government plant The other 
appropriation bills In the main carry the 
usual government supplies. The Alaska 
code bill, giving a complete civil system 
of laws to the territory, has passed both 
houses, and undoubtedly will become a 
law. ■ t

St. Louis, June 4,-r-Christine Thiere, 
18 years old, Sunday was set upon by 
a crowd of about 2,000 men simply be- 
cause she had- ridden on a car of the; 
St. Louis Transit company. She was 
on the way to spend the day with her 
mother. She is a servant. The dis- 
tance was too*" far to walk and get 
back to her employer's by night. She 
took a street ear. .yVhen she alighted 
at Ninth street and Geyer avenue at 
five p. m. from a Cherokee car she was 
approached by a young man who 
called her a "scab." Others joined in 
the chorus.- There was a hissing and 
hooting which grew into a perfect 
storm as |he mob closed in about her. 
A young man tore off her jacket and 
another her hat. She was struck by 
the fists of men and bruised about the 
face and body^A pocket-book which 
she carried in her hand was snatched 
away .and the money taken. 

The young woman begged piteously 
for mercy and a big fist struck her in 
the mouth. She pleaded that she was a 
working girl, but this had no effect 
to stem the blows. Piece by piece her 
clothing was torn away until she was 
nude.' She fled from the howling mob 
of men and finally ran to a house on 
the corner. She appealed for admit- 
tance, but the people were afraid the 
mob would tear down the house, and 
refused her admittance.. She went to 
the place next door, but no one came. 
She reached an alley and ran down it, 
followed by the hooting men. There 
was a little window leading into a cel- 
lar. She broke the glass and jumped 
in and cowered in a corner in the dark- 
ness. Finally her persecutors went 
away. Then she called for help and 
received it, finally being taken to her 
employer's in Dalmar boulevard.. 

At 1916 South Twelfth street another 
incident of the same kind occurred. 
Stella Broderick got off a car only to 
be assailed and hooted by a mob. Her 
jacket was torn from her by men. She 
ran down an alley and into the home 
of Mrs. Folke, and the mob surrounded 
the* house and began throwing stones" 
through the windows. Mrs. Folke got 
a big revolver and opened fire on the 
mob from her front window and the 
men scattered. 

ANTI-TRUST LAW. PASSED.

Treaties Acted Upon. 
The senate In executive session has 
being occupied to a considerable extent 
with important treaties. Of these the 
treaties with Great Britain and Germany 
cloning the tripartite government in 
Samoa and awarding to the United States 
the Island nf Tututla, with Its valuable 
harbor of Pago-Pago, has been ratified, 
while the commercial reciprocity treaties 
with France and British West Indian is- 
lands and the Hay-Pauneefote treaty, 
concerning the fnteroceanlc canal, go over 
<*dthout action. 

J The Financial Act. 

Of the legislation actually accomplished 
and now on the statute books, the finan- 
cial act Is regarded as the chief achieve- 
ment of the year. The noteworthy fea- 
ture of the debate on this measure In 
the house was that party lines were 
broken to t some extent, a number of 
democratic' members from the eastern 
and New England states Joining with the 
majority In passing it. In the senate also 
party lines were nof, entirely regarded. 
Senators Llndsey and Caffrey voting for 
the measure and Senator Chandler against 
it. As It became a law by the president's 
signature, on March 14, It makes specific 
' the declaration of the gold standard, pro- 
vides a treasury reserve of $160,000,000, es- 
tablishes a division of Issue and redemp- 
tion of the treasury, provides for the re- 
demption and reissue of interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States, and makes 
new regulations as to national banks, 
their circulation, establishment In small 
communities and the tax they pay. The 
act also contains a specific declaration 
that Its provisions "are not intended to 
preclude the accomplishment of Interna- 
tional bimetallism." 

Porto Rlcan Ilevenue*. 
4 Porto Rico legislation has been the most 
fruitful theme of controversy In and out 
vt congress during the session. The dlsr 
cuBsion first turned on the revenue bill, 
levying a duty of 15 pef cent, of the Ding- 
ley rates on Porto Rico goods. The ma- 
jority of the ways and means committee 
urged the constitutionality and necessity 
of this course, while the minority, reen- 
forccd by Mr. McCall, of Massachusetts, a 
member of the majority, maintained that 
the constitution of the United States ex- 
tended to Porto Rico, and that congress 
was Inaugurating a new and dangerous pre- 
cedent by giving the (Bland any other law 
than that of the rwt of the country. Ex- 
citement ran high under the spur of wide- 
spread public attention. The debate in the 
house was signalised by the division of the 
majority, which for a time nu.Je the re- 
sult doubtful, but the bit I. ultimately passed. 
The contest In the senate was animated but 
less acute, the senate changing the entire 
scope of the measure by adding a complete 
form of civil government. In thlB form, 
raising revenue and establishing an Island 
government, the measure became a law. 
Subsequently It was amended so as to limit 
corporate franchises, and on the presi- 
dent's recommendation on act was passed 
appropriating for the vnc of Porto Rico the 
J2.096.455 collected from Island sources since 
its acquisition.

Christian Scientists Found Guilty. 

Milwauk*:, June 4.— Mrs. Crecenzia 
Arries and Miss Emma Kichols, two 
Christian scientists, were found guilty 
of practicing medicine in violation of 
the state medical law. In giving his 
decision Judge Neelen cited the de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court in the Mormon case, holding 
that a man's religion is subordinate 
to the laws of the land and that he 
cannot go contrary to the laws of 
the state. An appeal was taken. 



Washington, June 4.— By ah over- 
whelming majority of 273 to I (Mann, 
111.) the house Saturday afternoon 
adopted 'a bill extending the provisions 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, which 
is far-reaching in its effect. A synopsis 
of the new measure is as follows: 

It provides that every contract combina- 
tion in the form of trusts or otherwise or 
conspiracy In the restraint of trade or com- 
merce is illegal. Every person who makes 
such contracts or engages In combinations 
or conspiracies In restraint of trade Is 
deemed guilty of a crime punishable by*a 
fine of not less than $500 and not exceeding" 
{5,000, and by imprisonment of not less than 
six months nor exceeding two years. 

Corporations, associations* joint stock 
companies, or partnerships, when organ- 
ized for the purpose of controlling or mo- 
nopolizing the manufacture of any arti- 
cle of commerce, or for Increasing or de- 
creasing the price of such articles, -or for 
preventing competition -In the manufac- 
ture, production; or sale thereof, are il- 
legal and maybe proceeded against by any 
person and . perpetually enjoined or. re- 
strained from carrying on Interstate or 
foreign commerce In the states or terri- 
tories. - If these corporations are adjudged 
Illegal, their officers and members are for- 
bidden the use of the mails in the aid or 
furtherance of their business. - '-."■ 

The bill further prpvldes that no article 
of commerce produced or manufactured 
by any corporation 'organized In restraint 
of trade shall be transported or carried out 
of the state or territory In : which it Is pro- 
duced or manufactured. 

All articles of commerce shipped in viola* 
tlon of the provisions of this act shall be 
forfeited to the United States, and may be 
seized by United States marshals or deputy, 
marshals and condemned. 

Any railroad company transporting the 
property of the trusts Is subjected to the 
same penalties as the officers of the trust. 

An amendment to this bill proposed by 
the democrats provided that nothing In the 
act should be construed to apply to trades 
unions or labor organizations. Representa- 
tive Ray, of New York, who: has charge of 
the bill, made a point of order against the 
amendment, but he waB overruled by 
Speaker Henderson; The amendment was 
adopted, and as each republican recorded 
bis vote In favor of it he was greeted with 
applause Ir om the democratic s ide.'

HOW TO. HANDLE BEES. 



Description of a. Self-Hiver and 

Swarm Catcher Which Are 

Great Labor Saver*. '• 

In an apiary of 60. colonies or more 
it frequently happens that several 
swarms -issue simultaneously, and, of 
course, always cluster together in one 
huge mass! If the queens are at large 
with the bees the cluster will neces- 
sarily be hived as one swarm, and the 
queens will kill each other, until only 
one survives. To prevent this loss, a 
week or so before swarming time I 
slip a queen trap on the hive entrance 
of each populous colony. Just a word 
about attaching the queen trap. The 
directions which accompany the traps 
are to fasten it to the hive with two 
nails. Xow, it is not the best thing for 
the beekeeper or his neighbors to ham- 
mer on a~ beehive that is boiling over 
with bees, so I invented the contriv- 
ance herewith shown (Fig. 1), which 
consists of two small pieces of fiat iron 
bent at right angles and fastened to the 
trap with two screws. To affix the 
trap to the hive, slip the fasteners un- 
der the alighting. board. No matter

In 'calcining of /horses' bones , the

form -the -chief source olfvxarbonate 
of ammonia, w-hich constitutes the 
base, of nearly all ammoniacal salts. 

The-'hoofs of the- animal are re- 
moved- and -after being boiled to ex- 
tract the oil from them, the horny 
substance is shipped to the manufac- 
turers; of combs and what are known 
as Mikado "goods. . 

: The bones to make glue are dis- 
solved in muriatic acid,- which takes 
the phosphate of lime away, the soft 
element "retaining; the shape of . the 
bone is; dissolved in boiling water, 
cast 'into squares .and dried on nets.

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how many bees are clustered all over 
the trap, it can be removed in an in- 
stant without even a jar; when a swarm 
issues the queen remains in the trap 
confined in ah apartment by herself. 
I then remove the old hive and place 
ah empty one in its stead, also remov- 
ing the queen trap with the queen, and 
then sit in the shade and watch results. 
Invariably the swarm will return in ten 
to twenty minutes and enter the empty 
hive, for the bees mark the location 
and come back to their old stand after 
they have missed their queen. I then 
release the queen and let, her run in 
with the swarm. I have had three 
queenless swarms hanging in one clus- 
ter, but when they break cluster they 
returned to their respective hives. I 
have also had them return and: cluster 
all on one hive. Of course, such a mass 
of bees could noi all enter, so I would 
take a dustpan and brush and divide 
them up.- I could not get the right 
bees and queens together, but that 
seemed to make little difference.. 

I have tested quite a few swarm 
catchers, but have found none to give 
such thorough satisfaction as this sim-

into the mouth of the catcher; carry 
to the hive and invert the bag, at rather 
turn it inside but, and the bees .will 
drop in .front of the hive and runinto 
it-, and .the hiving is done.— P. G. Her- 
man, in Farm Journal.

E. L. Chapin, manager of the Crooks- 
ton Lumber company, speaks' in highest ■ 
terms of the men under his charge. Ho 
never had a better crew: of meni they 
are all conscientious, diltigent workmen 
and have given excellent satisfaction 
since the mill opened here. The mill, 
too, has been- run without a single acci- 
dent or breakdown and Mr. Chapin re- 
grets exceedingly that it is necessary to 
shutdown even for a short time, for it 
is expected that sufficient rain will fall 
to permit the logs in the Clearwater lake 
to be removed before long.

A CREAMERY. 



Through the kindness of Mr. Wiley 
Tindolph, we have been shown some cor- 
respondence he has had with the Cor- 
nish Creamery Company, of St. Paul, 
who have recently built'. a. creamery at 
Fertile andRindal and are now building 
one at Red take Falls, and also one near 
Grand Forks, N. D. 

A representative of the company, Mr. 
J. W. Campbell,, was in the city Wednes- 
day and stated to Mr. : Tindolph that he 
would be glad to meet the farmers and 
citizens in a meeting some day in the 
near, future, probably next week, and 
talk over the matter.- A notice of such 
meeting will be "given later. There is no 
doubt there is nothing that will put the 
farmer as well as the business man on a 
solid cash basis as quick' as a good 
creamery, and the roads leading to this 
city have been put in good repair" so 
there is no reason why we should not 
have a good paying. creamery here. 

Below we give an extract from a letter 
written to Mr. Tindolph by. the Secre- 
tary of tho New Hope, S. D., Creamery 
Company which shows how the cream- 
ery works: 

"lam glad to say it has been more 
than a success and all pronounce it the 
best move made in this vicinity. The 
Creamery was practically a new thing to 
the people here and consequently they 
were not then prepared for. it, but as 
they run the business themselves, they 
could keep going so long as it paid ex- 
penses. Wo are- about 10 miles from 
shipping point, and 5 miles from ice. 
We received for 1899 about 1,188,480 lbs. 
of milk and sold about 46,000 lbs. of but- 
ter, besides what was consumed by the 
patrons. Our butter shipped for the 
year amounted t« about S8,96i.50. We 
paid patrons $7,011.70 leaving a balance 
of about $1,952.30.- I believe you will be 
better satisfied if you people go to work 
as we did- and run the business than to 
have some private concern run it .for 
you. I give you these figures for an 
idea of what you can do. 



LAND ENTRIES. 



Register Peterson of the U.S. land of- 
fice notes the fact 'that since the free 
homes bill passed the pioportion of en- 
tries has changed, and that now the 
greater number of claims is being taken 
from lands inside the ceded Red Lake, 
tracts. 

Another feature that is worthy of note 
as bearing upon the subject of land en- 
tries ie that the number is increasing 
since tho free homes bill became a law. 
The filings Monday amounted to 10 en- 
tries, the greater portion of which are 
on reservation lands, and tho unusual 
number is but a duplicate of those that 
have been taken daily in the recent past. 

The indications are that the filings 
will continue to show an increase now 
that the reservation lands may be takon 
without the 8200 payment being requir- 
ed. ' 

The other .business done by tho land 
office includes the hearing of four con- 
tests and threo final . proofs,— Crookston

FREE HOMES LAW. ' 



Our many readers will be much inter- 
ested in the following instructions to lo- 
cal land offices to carry into effect the 
free homes law, which are issued by 
Land Commissioner Herman. They are 
as follows: 

"Only settlers under homestead laws 
upon agricultural public lands, which 
have already been opened to settlement, 
acquired prior to passage of this act by 
treaty or agreement from various Indian 
tribes, are affected by this act. . " . 

This act does not change existing laws 



as to tima of .submitting final proof and 
making [payment "of final commissions 
where 'final proof has been heretofore 
made for lands affected-fay this act, and 
payment has not, been, make, such pay- 
ment will not now be required by you.. 
Whore pay'ments/wereauthorized to be 
made in installments and partial pay- 
ment has been made, but final proof has 
not been made, no other or f urther'pay- ■ 
raent will be. required when homestead . 
settles makes his final proof, except pay- 
ment of final commissions and testimony 
fees where right to commute homestead 
entries within any of the reservations, 
covered by the act has beer^ heretofore 
authorized by the statute. »,,'. .

Entries, wherVsettlement and resi-

In the work of dehorning mature 
cattle, it is essential that* they be se- 
curely .held. The best plan I know of 
ib by means of a rack, as illustrated, 
and which I have used with hun- 
dreds of. head of stock. ; For its con- 
struction, take, two scantlings, a a,. 
2x6 inches by 6 feet. Bore three t?/.- 
inch holes through each piece, one in 
middle and pne at each end. Put 
in three rounds, each 3 feet long, 
which makes the main jframe. Bolt 
on six upright pieces, b, '2x4 inches 
and 5 feet high/ one at middle, the 
other two at ends, on each side.

The custom of smoking tobacco, 
which Columbus and other European 
pioneers in the invasion of America 
found well established here, imparts a 
peculiarly American interest to the 
pipes which antiquarians have collect- 
ed. A special report on the smoking, 
customs- and pipes of the aborigines of 
this continent has been published by 
the Smithsonian institution. It was 
written by Joseph D. McGuire, of Elli- 
cott City, Md., and is copiously illus- 
trated. 

The pictures, as one might expect, af- 
ford a good idea of the richest and 
most curious finds of. sundry tribes, 
partly of stone or wood, partly of ter- 
ra cotta and clay, a large number of 
them having been found in the mounds- 
of the Ohio and Mississippi valleys. 
The shapes of the bowls are of all de- 
scriptions; some represent birds, heads 
of birds, mice and other rodents, toads, 
frogs, lizards, men in a recumbent ; sit- 
ting or squatting posture, and human 
hands and faces. The tubular -shape 
was widely in use in ancient America. 
Mr. McGuire shows stone tubes with 
bone mouthpieces, sandstone tubes, 
pottery tube pipes, red pottery tube 
and bowl pipes, steatite tubular pipes, 
copper tubes, bone pipes and others. 
There are also stone urn shaped 
bowls, stone bowls with thong holes, 
antler pipes,.f ossil pipes, various kinds 
of trade pipes, brazed iron pipes, toma- 
hawk and monitor pipes. {The feath- 
ered calumet pipe of the west looks 
artistic and attractive, and the vase 
shaped Micmac pipe has at least the 
merit of curiosity. ■ /. 

A contributor to Science, w\p sup- 
plies some of the foregoing informa- 
tion, adds: ■'.'■■-. 

"The author has with consummate 
industry collected passages referring 
to pipes and smoking in the historians 
of past centuries and given his ideas 
about the formation of types in smok- 
ing implements. There are but few 
articles of Indian manufacture that 
will give a clearer idea of the artistic 
sense or genius in fashioning .ruder 
material than pipes, although they all 
manifest that they originated in the 
stage of barbarism. Probably the old- 
est instance, historically traceable, is 
the richly-dressed shaman' or chie" 
represented upon the/Palehaue tablet 
of Chiapas state, Guatemala, who 
makes use of a long tubular pipe to 
produce huge clouds of smoke issuing 
at. the wider end, and seems to enjoy 
the smoking intensely,. to judge from 
his very characteristic grimace. Thl* 
bas-relief is reproduced in f Mr. Sic-: 
Gujre's publication; he thinks that the 
use of tobacco for snuffing was peculiar 
to South America, and the habit of 
chewing is but seldom and indistinctly 
referred to in any part, of this western

Office of PoulIcHoad Inquiries, Vnder 

Direction of Gen. Stone, Has 
' Done ,Gopu."WorU. ' 

The work of the office of public road 
inquiries, under .the direction of Gen. 
Boy Stone,, has been marked during 
the past year by steady progress along 
its well-established lines. . A great deal 
of work is acc6mplished by correspond- 
ence and by the gatheringand dissem- 
inating of important .information re- 
lating to various phases of the road , 
subject. Many thousand copies of "good /. 
roads" literature - have been distrib- 
uted among farmers and other persons 
interested, and important road conven- 
tions have; been attended 'by repre? 
sentatives of the office.and many state 
legislatures have asked for and received . 
assistance in framing new road legisla- 
tion. Exanlples of steel road tracks 
have been -completed in a. number of 
different localities, and these experi- 
mental sections of steel road clearly. 
demonstrated their usefulness for. the 
western states and for Mother places 
which are but sparingly supplied with 
good stone and gravel. When steel be- 
comes cheap - once more, the manufac- 
turers can take the matter up; and 
make a series of. special shapes. ; The 
object lessons furnished by sample 
roads have been extensive, and sections 
have been built in several parts' of the 
country. As a result" of the investiga- 
tions, the office considersihat^drjlocal 
needs as well'as for our material devel- 
opment and prosperity a well-regulated 
system of 'public roads through the 
whole country is, day by tlay, becoming 
more, necessary. "While we "have the 
most perfect railway system in the 
world, our public highways are and al- 
ways have been inferior to those of 
any other country in the civilized old 
world. As our public roads are the 
veins and arterlesof bur agricultural, 
commercial and social life, they are not 
yet receiving the consideration that 
their great'importance deserves. Much 
has been done in the United States to- ' 
ward road building during the last few 
years, but 'much-more needs to be done. 
— Scientific American. K|

cheapest one he can build.- Set posts - 
six inches closer together than The 
rails are long; take two pieces of or- 
dinary fencing-wire,, each- about six . 
feet long:, and place on sides of first two 
posts, having wire, on second post ou 
opposite side to^wire on first post; 
fasten these wises to the post at or 
near the groupd: Now place.a rail be- 
tween the wires and posts, drawing 
wire up tightly'bver rail and stapling

STlnniner to Pay Attention to the 

■ Cost of Haul in a:. 

The subject of good roads is begin- 
ning to occupy th^ attention of the; 
farmers of Pennsylvania, and prom-; 
ises to become&bejtore long, a prom- 
inent factor .in ^tate and' county elec-j 
tions. 

In a recent address at Doylestown 
Edmund G. Harrison, chief engineer 
of the United States department of 
road inquiry, said' the average-cost of 
transporting products in the United 
States over common roads is 25 cents 
per mile, an aggregate of $90b,000,-- 
000. With 'good roads, such as they 
have in many parts of New Jerseyj 
Connecticut, Xew* York, ■ Massachu; 
setts and Kentudky, he said, the cost 
is reduced to eight cents .per mile; 
The average of building good roads is 
about $3,000 per mile. 

According to these figures," it is 
much cheaper to maintain good roads 
than it is to allow the poor ones to rei 
main.- Good roads practically effect a 
saving of two-thirds in transportation. 

. The residents of cities have learned 
to realize the benefits . of improved 
highways. It. is safe to assert that 
Philadelphia would not go back to the 
old era of cobblestone paving and 
reeking gutters if they had to sell the 
public buildings and the ground on 
which they are situated. — Philadelphia 
Item. ~n '.

In the dairy profit must" come out 
of the; milk and milk alone\ Beef 
should not be considered. It hardly 
pays the dairy jian to feed an' animal 
ten or twelve years in order to sell 
for beef when at the outside "three 
yearsV feeding ishould be sufficient to 
mature' and finish .for market a beef 
animal. Feed the dairy cow 1 for milk 
and consider the returns from tie 
milk as the profits, and when the ani- 
mal fails as a dairy cow sell to the 
best advantage, considering what is 
received as so inuch gain. — Rural

SWEDEN. 

The royal chase on the island of 
Hvccn next fall bids fair to become a 
noted event. , It is certain that the 
Prince of .Wales will be one of King 
Osoar's guests and among others men- 
tioned are the emperor of Germany 
and the czar of Russia. 
j The building contractors of Stock- 
holm have declared a lockout which 
throws 20,000 men out of employment. 
The workmen directly affected are the 
masons, stonecutters, carpenters and 
painters. The contractors' association 
has given notice of the lockout to all 
similar associations in the other cities 
of Sweden, as well as in Norway and 
Denmark, in order that the men may 
not leave Stockholm to get employ- 
ment elsewhere. 

; When a class that had just been con- 
firmed in the parish of Broby were to 
be admitted to the Lord's Supper for 
the first time in their lives, a9-year-old 
boy. who of course was not confirmed, 
sneaked in among the rest and partook 
of the consecrated elements before his 
scheme was detected. 

The result of the latest balloting for 
a new archbishop was announced May 
21. BishourEkman received 205 votes, 
Hishop v/u Scheele 129 and Bishop 
Johansou 10-*>. A great number of. per- 
sons received from one to 92 votes, and 
Prince Bernndotte and Rev. Walden- 
strom received one vote each. Bishop 
Kkman is the strongest candidate for 
the time being, but his final election 
Is by no means certain. Bishop von 
Scheele, being the queen's choice, may 
yet reach the goal of bis life's ambi- 
tion. 

Almost two hundred members of the 
Hkbdag look part in the great Norr- 
land junket, the object of which was 
to inspect the grounds where the 
Boden fortifications are to be built.

The Nor- 
wegian farmer lives on his farm 
alone, separated from the others by 
deep fjords and deep' valleys, lofty 
mountains and dark forests, and 
therefore he must devise means for 
combating nature single-handed. 
When a person is compelled to devise 
means, he finds his own opinion, and 
that creates more independence here 
than elsewhere. This is an element of 
strength, but also of weakness. If 
you have an opinion of your own, even 
if it often turns out to be wrong, it is 
nt least an earnest that you will 
find the right out at last. But the 
craving for independence, combined 
with the ruggedness of our character, 
often leads to unreasonable stubborn- 
ness. For that reason, 1" wish we 
could dtvelope the vein of tenderness 
in our character — that sweet loveli? 
ness which is touched so strongly in 
us by the soft, gentle charm of a 
northern mid-summer night. Then all 
may hope to reach that stage at which 
it is held to be greater to give up nn 
opinion which has proven to be wrong 
than to be head strong-."

New York, Jime- 11.— Mayor ; Van 
Wyck- Saturday, in sworn testimony 
before Justice Gaynor r of the supreme 
court of Brooklyn, confessed, under 
examination by. lawyers in * the ' pro- 
ceedings.' begun -under the "anti- 
Tweed" provision of the charter,: that 
he now. owns 4,200 shares of the stock 
of the American Ice company, known 
as the ice trust, and "that a large 
amount of the stock , was still unpaid 
for. He declared he had been advised 
to buy ice. stock by C. \V? Morse, presi- 
dent of the company, and his intimate; 
friend John F. Carroll, deputy leader 
of Tammany .Hall. When Messrs. 
Morse and Carroll were put on the 
stand later they flatly contradicted 
this statement, saying they had never 
so advised the maj-or. 

It -developed from the mayor's testi- 
mony that Ue understood at the start 
he was going to get in on the ''ground 
floor,'' or,- as the mayor expressed it, 
he was to get*th'e stock at "rock-bot- 
tom prices." He bought 5,000 shares 
of the company's stock in April, 1899, 
2,500 preferred and 2,500 common, 
from C. W. Morse, president of " the 
company, for $250,000. For. this, he 
said, he paid $50,000 in cash and the 
remaining $200.00Q in his personal 
notes. One of these notes for $50,000 
was paid only Friday. The mayor's 
testimony also* shows he subscribed 
for $250,000 of stock par value in the 
copper trust in the same month he ac- 
quired the. ice stock, thus buying $750,- 
000 worth of stocks in less .than three 
weeks. He admitted that lie had been 
receiving ten per cent.' dividends on 
his 4,200 shares of stock, .although he 
still owes $150,000 for them.

Doers Destroy Many Miles of. Hall- 
vray and Seriously Embar- 
rass Lord Roberts.

Sheriff's Deputies Do Bloody Work 
in St. Louis. 



Claih irllh Strikers and Their Sym- 
pathisers— Ponr 51en Are Killed 
and Several Wounded— A 
. Very Hfotons Sabbath. 

8t. Louis, June 11.— Sunday was one 
of the most eventful and bloody 
since the great strike on the St. Louis 
transit began more than a month ago. 
There were numerous encounters be- 
tween strikers and other riotous in- 
dividuals and the constituted authori- 
ties, resulting in four deaths andi the 
wounding of five or more persons, 
mostly strikers. One of the latter will 
die. The dead ore:

C. Edward Thomas, striking conductor 
on the Choteau avenue line, shot In 
-breast, by a deputy sheriff, died on his 
way to the hospital. 

George Bine, striking motorman on Del- 
mar avenue line, shot in abdomen .by a 
deputy sheriff, died at city hospital. 

Fred Boehm, aged citizen, shot and In- 
stantly killed while standing in his front 
yard, by a. deputy sheriff. 

Ed. Burkhart, striking conductor on 
Del mar avenue line, shot In the head, 
lived until nearly midnight. 

Wounded— Oscar Marvin, conductor on 
the Lee avenue line, shot in right hand 
and arm; serious. 

Oscar Marvin, conductor on the Lee 
avenue line, shot in right hand and arm; 
serious. 

August Smith, shot In right arm and 
breast; not serious. 

Charles Ludwlg, shot In hand; not seri- 
ous. ,-'" 
Men Attack a Car. 

The most serious trouble broke out 
between six nnti seven o'clock in front 
of the six-story store building on 
Washington avenue, between Broad- 
way and Sixth streets, occupied by 
the sheriff's posse comitatus as a bar- 
Tacks and headquarters. Several hun- 
dred striking street car men had gone 
10 East St. Louis earlier in the day to 
attend a picnic given for their„behefit 
at* Wolff's grove. Toward evening 
they began returning home singly, in 
groups of two or three, and others in 
companies of a hundred or more. No 
serious trouble /occurred until one of 
these companies, composed of nearly 
ISO. street car men in uniform and 
headed by n drum corps, came west on 
Washington avenue. 

Jubt as they were passing the bar- 
racks, a car of the Park avenue divi- 
sion was going west. A number of tne 
men broke from the line and rushed 
for the car with the intention, it is 
cald, of boarding it and taking a ride. 
Another statement was made that it 
was the intention of the strikers 'to 
assault the motorman and conductor 
whose car was without the usual po- 
lice guard. . However 'that may be, the 
trouble started here. A brick was 
thrown through the car window and a 
shot wns fired by somebody not known. 
Sheriff's Posse Acts. 

At the first intimation of trouble 
members of the sheriff's posse swarmed 
from the building antl surrounded the 
crowd of strikers about the car, call- 
ing upon them to disperse. Other 
chols were fired and then. some of the 
deputies turned loose their repeating 
shotguns, loaded with buckshot. As 
far as can be learned only four of the 
men in the strikers' ranks were hit. 
Not a deputy was wounded even. 

George Rine. a striking motorman on 
the Delmar avenue line, received a 
terrible wound in the abdomen. He 
was taken to the City hospital, but 
died on the operating table. Another 
of those hit by shots from the depu- 
ties* guns was Ed. Burkhart. a strik- 
ing conductor, also of the Delmar av- 
enue line. Several buckshot struck 
him in the side of the head, causing a 
wound from which he died. Oscar 
Marvin, a striking conductor on the 
Lee avenue line, will probably lose his 
fight hand as a result of the fusillade. 
It was badly torn. 

Under the command of Col. Caven- 
der the deputies arrested 20 of the 
Htrikera and took them into the bar- 
Tacks, where they were senrched. 
Three revolvers and a number of pock- 
et knives were secured and the pris- 
oners were taken to the Four Courts, 
where they were locked up, pending, 
an' investigation. The remainder of 
the strikers fled west, followed by a 
tquad of mounted police that had 
been summoned. They dispersed with- 
out any further trouble. / 
I \Bmjm Shooting; Wan Unprovoked. 
"Mack Missick, the secretary of the 
Mrikers* union, was seen at Walhalla 
hall, where he was waiting for par- 
ticulars regarding the riot. Missick: 
said: 

The men were marching along when as 
accurately as .was possible under the cir- 
cumstances I remember that a small boy 
marching beside the men threw a rock 
at an approaching car, which had not 
yet reached Sixth street. There was 
& revolver shot, but I am positive that 
It did not come from our side, as our 
men were unarmed. Instantly after the 
shot was fired there was a fusillade of 
shots from the deputies. They swept the 
street from Fourth to Sixth and from 
Sixth to Fourth. It was a miracle that 
there were not 50 men shot. I expected 
* bullet momentarily. After the firing 
we tried to get at the men who were 
lying in the street, but everywhere we 
explained that we wished to assist them 
we were driven away, and the men lay 
there suffering until the ambulance came. 
The shooting was unprovoked. It was 
one of the most unpardonable outrages 
ever perpetrated in the United States.

KEEPS HER WORD. 



Philadelphia Is Readr to Tarn Over 
Bis Convention llall to Re- 
publican Managers, 

Philadelphia, June 11. — The repub- 
lican convention city of 1900 has every- 
thing in readiness, practically, for the 
quadrennial gathering of the repub- 
licans of the Unit eft* States. All the 
hard work and all the anxious moments 
attending the preparations for the 
coming of the republican hosts are 
over, and the city is beginning to 
dress up to receive its guests. The 
magnificent convention hall, on the 
west bank of the Schuylkill river, is 
complete in every detail, and awaits 
only the hour of noon, June 19. Desir- 
able hotel accommodations for the 
next two weeks will be extremely hard 
to find, as all the larger hostelries and 
the exclusive apartment houses have 
been booked to their capacity. Quite 
a number of- state delegations have 
rented houses entirely for all of next 
week. 

The .storm center of the convention 
between the sessions will be the Hotel 
Walton, at Broad and Locust streets. 
At that hotel the national committee 
will linve its headquarters, occupying 
the entire fifth floor. The meetings of 
the national committee, beginning next 
Wednesday, will be held in one of the 
banquet 'rooms on the tenth or top 
floor of the hotel. The room is well 
adapted for the purpose, being large 
enough to accommodate the full com- 
mittee, witnesses and representatives 
of the contesting delegations. 

The Walton also will be the stamping 
grounds of the Maine, Connecticut, 
New York, Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Missouri state delegations. The 
vice presidential booms of the sons' of 
three states will also find lodgement 
at the Walton. National Chairman 
Hanna and Secretary Dick will occupy 
suites of rooms at the Bellevue, a block 
from the Walton, along with Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, and other 
leading republicans. At the Lafayette 
hotel will be quartered the delegations 
from Alaska, Indiana, Idaho, Minne- 
sota, New Jersey, Rhode Island, South 
Dakota and Virginia, while the Con- 
tinental hotel will house the Alabama, 
Florida, Illinois, Iowa, Kentucky, Kan- 
sas, Maryland, -North Dakota, Texas 
and Wyoming contingents. The Sten- 
ton will care for the Colorado, Dela- 
ware, Massachusetts, New Mexico dele- 
gations. West Virginia and Nebraska 
have engaged rooms at the Stratford, 
and Tennessee, California and Louisi- 
ana will hold forth at, the Bingham 
house. Other state delegations will be 
quartered at various smaller hotels and 
boarding houses. 

The convention hall is located in 
West Philadelphia, close to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania group of build- 
ings, and is 1% miles from the national 
committee headquarters and the hotel 
district. Transportation to and from 
the hall is ample, the facilities in this 
respect having been thoroughly tested 
time and time again last fall during the 
National Export exposition, on which 
grounds the great hall is located and to 
whom it belongs. 

The seating capacity of the place is 
close to -16,000. The main floor is pro- 
vided with 34 entrances. The main 
entrance is at the north, and the 
stage is at the southern end, eight 
feet above the inain floor. The press; 
stand for 500 working newspaper men 
is directly in front of the stage, and is 
four feet above the main floor. In 
front of the press stand is the space 
for the delegates, which is exactly in 
the center of the hall. In back of the 
delegates are the alternates' seats. 
On all four sides of the hall, running 
from the main floor well up to the 
roof, are banked row after row of 
seats. There is only one gallery, 
which runs; the entire width of the 
hall at the rear. The band will be lo- 
cated in the center of, the gallery. 
Back of the, stage ana away ' from the 
noise of thei crowd/are located numer- 
ous committee rooms. The telegraphic 
facilities are/ ample, the Western 
Union andy-jPostal Telegraph compa- 
nies andy-fhe Associated Press having 
spacious rooms close to the stage, and 
whjen are reached by tunnels under 
the seats. There are nearly 200 wires 
running into the hall. 

The exterior view of the hall is 
beautiful. For months the city's for- 
ester and landscape gardeners have 
been at work beautifying the grounds 
surrounding the hall. The main en- 
trance to the building stands back 
COO feet frdm the gate of the fence 
which surrounds the grounds. The 
approach to, the ball, known locally as 
the Esplanade, is well coveredwith fine 
shrubbery and young trees. - 

NATIONAL BANKS. 



More Than 100 Jlave Been Chartered 
' Since the New Financial Law 
Took Cffect. 

Washington, June 11. — Chairman 
Brosius, of the house committee on 
banking and currency, has prepared 
a report relative to the operation of 
the new financial law from the date 
of its passage, March 14 to June • 1. 
This report shows that since the view 
law went into effect there has been 
an increase of 104 in the number of 
national banks, an increase in the ag- 
gregate of capital stock of nearly $7,- 
000,000, and an increase of bank note 
j circulation of $4G TJ4.3S3. 



TO MARCH ON PEKING. 



Foreign Powers to Send a Dig; Fore* 

to the Chinese Capital to Back 

Up Hlnlitera* Demands. 

London, June 11. — The admirals at 
Taku, acting in concert, are forcibly 
reopening the railway from Tien-Tsin 
to Peking. Gangs of laborers are re- 
pairing the damaged line, which is 
guarded- by 1,500 men, composed of de- 
tachments from the foreign fleet. One. 
hundred Americans, under Capt. Mc- 
Calla, are among them. They have 
guns and armored trains for use when 
the line is repaired', which can hardly 
be effected before to-night. 

Ten thousand troops of all national- 
ities, according to a dispatch to the 
Daily Express from Shanghai, will be 
sent to Peking to back up the demands 
of the ministers upon the government, 
or, if necessary, to suppress the Boxers 
themselves. . 

Tien-Tsin, June 11. — There are 31 for- 
eign war vessels at Taku. A message 
from Peking to the admirals asserts 
that the situation- is hourly growing 
more dangerous for foreigners. All 
those at Peking have taken refuge in 
Legation street. The civilian males are 
under arms to fight with the regulars 
if necessary. The approaches to,Le- 
gation street are surrounded by howl- 
ing mobs of undisciplined soldiery, 
with cannon and bayonets. The inter- 
national guard ncT-c holding off the 
mob, which screamed insults and 
threats. This was the situation Sat- 
urday when the couriers got through 
with the latest dispatches. The em- 
press dowager was amusing herself at 
the palace with theatricals. It is re- 
ported that government arms are being 
dealt ou\ To the Boxers. . The troops 
of Tung Pull Seang are said to be as- 
sisting to kill native Christians after 
malignant tortures. 

The special train that went to ex- 
amine the line and reconnoiter re- 
turned Saturday night. . The railway 
was found clear two miles beyond 
Yang Tsuh. The engineers, with the 
guards, walked iy 3 miles further. 
They found the ties and two bridges 
burned and the railway torn up. They 
saw a few hundred persons, apparent- 
ly, villagers, gathered ahead of them. 
The first repair train, with Admiral 
Seymour and his staff, 650 British, 
Capt. McCalla's 100 Americans, 40 
Italians and io Austrians, left Sunday 
morning. A Hotchkiss and other guns 
were mounted in the center of the 
train. A second train left at 11 with 
600 British, Japanese, Russian and 
French troops. Repairing material 
and new. rails were taken along." 

London, June 11.— Details havi been 
received from Shanghai regarding the 
recent murders of railway engineers 
by Boxers. It seems that a party of 
30, including six ladies and one child, 
left Pao Ting Fu in 12 boats under 
military escort. After traversing 50 
miles in safety theymissed their way. 
The boats grounded, and the Boxers 
opened fire upon the unfortunate oc- 
cupants, 'using both rifles and wooden 
cannon. The engineers returned the 
fire effectively, and the party landed. 
One lady and three men got separated 
from the main body. They were bru- 
tally killed. The survivors formed a 
square, with those able to bear arms 
outside, and the women inside, and 
made' off toward Tien-Tsin. They 
traveled three and a half days, fight- 
ing all the way. More than 2,000 
cartridges were expended, and ammu- 
nition was running short. They es- 
timated that they killed at least a 
hundred rebels. The men behaved like 
heroes, carrying the women and chil- 
dren. One lady of the party . was 
close to maternity. Twelve miles 
from Tien-Tsin three men disappeared 
and were-murdered. The survivors 
eventually met the rescue party, and, 
much exhausted, they were escorted 
to Tien-Tsin! 

London, June 11.— The Peking corre- 
spondent of the Times, telegraphing 
Sunday, says: The American mission 
buildings ac Tung-Chau, 12 miles from 
Peking, which were abandoned by the 
missionaries, have been looted' and 
burned by the Chinese soldiery who 
were sent to protect them. Within 
ithree days 75 native Christians, well- 
known men, who had been trained for 
years by American missionaries, have 
been massacred' near Tung-Chtfu. 
Many of ^ them were burrie- alive. 
'^Brlngx Much Gold Dual. 

Port Townsend, Wash., June 11. — 
The steamer City of Seattle arrived 
Saturday night from Alaska with $400,- 
000 in goId\dlust and 260. passengers, 
most of whom.are from Dawson. Thus 
far five boatsXhave, reached the lakes 
from Dawson, nndi the rush for the 
states is fairly on. Among the return- 
ing Dawsonites are many women and 
children. Up to May 28, it is stated, the 
clean-up had reached v $18,000,000. The 
season opened from three to" four 
weeks earlier than in any previous 
year.- . \

Berlin. June 11.— The attention of 
Mr. Andrew D. White, . the\ United 
States ambassador, was called by the 
correspondent of the press to Amer- 
ican dispatches connecting his name, 
with the vice presidential nomination.

,that good [rains at an early date will 
bring a good crop, while a few think 
that the damage already is so great 
that under no conditions will many 
fields recover sufficiently to be worth 
cutting.: The rye crop is very poor.

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DROWNING A BUFFALO. 



A'Texnn Cowboy's Most Brilliant. find 
L Difficult: Feat of Hop luff 
m. Wild Bull! 

A group of cattlemen at'.ihe live 
stock convention at El Iteno were talk- 
ing about the skill of the Oklahoma 
cowboys in throwing the lariat, when 
R. E. Word, 'Sr., whose home is atHig- 
gins, Tex., but whose cattle are mostly 
ill Oklahoma, according to an Okla- 
homa correspondence of the Kansas 
City Star, said: "I had an experience 
roping when I was a young man which 
put me. through, a lively gait. As a 
Texan who had followed the range all 
his life, I felt that there was hot a 
bronco on top of the ground that could . 
throw me, and nothing on. four legs 
that I couldn't rope and tie. In the 
summer of 18711 was on the Little Ar- 
kansas river, about five mijes south of 
Wichita, Kan. I had a splendid horse, 
trained for the range and almost as 
intelligent as a man. One afternoon I 
came suddenly upon five big buffalo 
bulls that had "wandered away from 
the main herd. I pulled my pistol, 
killed one of them, and hot having time 
to reload decided to Fope one. ■■ Shortly 
afterward I found myself with a big 
job on my hands. _ \ 

■'At the first-Wir,ow my rope dropped 
around the old bull's horns. Now, 
when a buffalo makes up his mind lo 
go anywhere in a" rush he travels in a 
straight line. You may be able to turn 
him a little, but-in the main he will, 
keen- his course". That was what this 
bull did. He beaded toward the Little 
Arkansas, with the evident intention 
of crossing it. My horse, always fear- 
lesstwhen handling cattle.- was timid 
when in close quarters with a buffalo, 
and I was unable to check the bull, who 
soon had me going south *at a lively 
clip. I was -becoming of the opinion 
that the only way out of my trouble 
was to cut my. rope and let the bull 
carry it off. :- 

"The Little ^Arkansas is narrow in 
places, 'while at no great distance away 
will be found pools four and five feet 
deep and from 25 to 40 feet wide. The 
bull rushed headlong into one of these 
pools: The opposite bank was perpen- 
dicular and about a foot and. a half 
above the water. Taking in the situa- 
tion quickly, I saw that I could run out- 
my rope far enoiigTi to enable.my horse 
to cross at a narrow, shallow place. He 
jumped acrQss-in fact aheadof the bull, 
which had to wade. My horse had to 
keep going, and -jerked the rope taut 
just as the bull started to climb the' 
bnnk. The jerk pulled tho' bull's tfose 
into the water and .his shaggy head 
against the perpendicular bank. He 
mode a great uproar, but my horse-held 
him there as in a vise. Strange as it' 
may seem, I succeeded in keeping that 
bull's nose under water until he 
drowned. I always regardedithis as my 
most brilliant feat in roping/' 

COLT AFRAID OF HORSES. ' 



TVak Bronjflii Up br HDtuan Befngi 
. and In Affrighted by Hi* 
Own Kind. 



This is a biography of a colt who 
was afraid of horses, says the Animal 
World. >' v- 

He was born'on an Iowa farm, and 
when only a, day old lost bis.mother 
.by death. The" farmer determined to 
save the life of the. babe if possible, 
so the whole family turned to. in an 
effort to accomplish .this: and make 
of the colt a good and useful horse. 
,. The problenj of food was the' first 
thing to be overcome. . Asa result the 
colt, was taught to drink. A basin of 
warm milk wns placed before him. the 
farmer thrust a. linger into the jfluid 
so that the tip projected slightly above 
the surface. Prompted by instinct the 
infant seized this tip between his lips 
and. sueked vigorously. Gradually the 
finger-tip was lowered until the colt 
was actually drinking. .-After, n few- 
lessons he ascertained that this-was.a 
fine way by which to get" nourishment. 
He waxed in bulk and strength. . Con- 
stantly thrown in close association 
with human beings, he regarded them 
as his natural mates. He . followed ' 
the men and women and the children 
about the farm, -from,' place to place, 
treading right- on their heels, and often 
on their toes* He was bound to talce 
tip quarters in the-.same house; soon 
"he was wise enough to lift the latch of 
the back. door with his'nose, and would 
walk into the kitchen, creating havoc 
with his tail and his ungainly hoofs. 
He wns very awkward; 

And he was afraid of a horse! He 
seemed not to know that he- himself" 
was but a horse, and that all his rela- 
tives were horses. Just as quick as a 
horse approached him he would run in 
fright and seek protection. 

Hoping that he would realize "his fol- 
ly, the farmer put him in a pasture 
with another colt. ' But, instead of 
picking a friendship with this compan- 
ion, colt lHo. % stayed os far as possible 
from him, and if colt No. 2 came near, 
would show his. teeth and chatter in 
rage and fear.' ■•*. 

The last heard of him he" was still 
afraid of horses, and almost useless for 
anything but a pet.

FREE HOMESTEAD. 



So much has -been said regarding 
the provisions of the act of Congress* 
of May 17. 1900, entitled "An act 
providing for free homesteads on tin 
public lands lor actual and bona fide 
settlers, and reserving the public 
lands for that purrose" that the 
Press publishes the Act in full for the 
benefit of those interested: 

Be it enacted by fclie Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Unit- 
ed States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, that all settlers under the 
homestead laws of the United States 
upon the agricultural public lands, 
which have already been opened to. 
settlement; acquired priortothe pass- 
age of thisact by treaty oragreement 
from the various Indian tribes, who 
have resided or shall hereafter reside 
upon the tract entered in goodjaith 
fur ihethe period required by. existing 
law. -'shall be entitled to a patent for 
ths land so entered upon the payment 
to the local land offices of the usual 
and customary fees, and no qther or 
further charge of any kind whatsoev- 
er shall be required from such settler 
to entitle lim^ to n pa tent for thela'nd 
cover?:! by his entry: Provided that 



the right to commute any such entry "• 
45.15 1 mid pay for said. lands in tltcvoptiou 
of any such settler and in the time 
and.at the prices now -fixed by exist- 
ing laws shall remain in' mil force and, 
effect: Provided, however, that alT 
sums of money "so released which if 
not released wouldb'elong to any In- 
dian tribe shall he paid to such Indian _ 
tribe by the United States; and that' .

annual sales of- the public lands shall 
not be sufficient to meet the pay-. 
meats heretofore .provided for agri- j 
cultural colleges and experimental 
stations by an act of Congress; ap- 
proved August 30;1890.Vor the more 
complete endowment and support of 
tlie colleges for the benefit of agricul- 
ture arid mechanic arts, established' 
under the provisions of an act of 
Congress, approved. July 2, 1853, 
such deficiency shall be paid by the 
United States: And provided further 
that no lands, ^ha!! be herein included 
on whicli the . United States 'Govern- 
ment has mad? valuable- improv- 
ments or landV-that-havc been sold 
at public auction by the Government;

The base of this derrick should be 
made oMxl2 s'tuff t 14 feet long, the cen- 
ter crosspiece of 3x8 and the outside 
crosspieces of. 2x8, all mortised in - as 
shown in cut and securely bolted, one 
bolt at each corner passing through 
foot of brace, Avhich should be made of 
4x4 stuff. The post (e) may be either 
round or squqre (if Square Sx8isnone 
too large), arid should be 9 or 10 feet 
high. ,- | \. .- 

The pole (a) should be 35 or 40 feet 
long, depending upon the size of stack

or rick to be made, and should be of 
good stiff timber. White oak is good, 
and seasoned ,elm first class, r Slab off 
butt end to save handling unnecessary 
weight. Have your blacksmith make a 
fork (b), and fit in old buggy spindlfe^ 
on top of post for fork to work in. -The 
piece (c) is made of straight-grained 
2x5, hinged to post and bolted to pole. 
The two hooks for pulleys are made as 
illustrated to bolt through pole and 
short end to enter shallow hole to pref 
vent pullej' jumping off.

Lambs may be- pushed from birth, 
by stimulating the ewes' ' flow of 
milk. 

An excellent Iamb food to begin 
with is two parts of bran and one 
part corn meal or. crushed oats or 
'barley; and one part of cotton seed 
meal if it can be procured. 
■ As soon as the sheep are sheared 
the ticks will gather on the lambs, 
much to their discomfort and dam- 
age. The easiest remedy is to dip 
the lambs or to wet the skin all over 
with any good sheep dip. 

Scours in young lambs may be 
checked by giving them ten drops of 
this mixture: One dram each of tinc- 
ture of opium, ginger, rhubarb and 
cardamom seed. It is a cordial and-a 
preventive of trouble of this kind, and 
should be given in a little water twice 
a day, or in bad cases three or four 
times. Give three/times as' much to. 
the ewes. — American Sheep Breeder. 

- Young- Duck* Xeed AVater. 

A young duck will sometimes choke 
If it has no water to drink when eat- 
ing. The water must be deep enough 
to allow the duckling to get its head 
and bill down in the vessel, us with, 
each mouthful it cleans its bill. This 
is the reason 'ducklings appear to 
throw water all over the floor. They are 
simply qleaning their bills, which pre- 
vents clogging of the nostrils and per- 
mits them to breathe. They should 
have no water to swim in, but water 
is a necessity with them when feedr 
ing, as they wash down the greater 
part of the food eaten, some of them 
apparently not swallowing the food at 
all. — Farm and Fireside. ; 
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The Water Glass Method. Very Popu- 
lar in Germany, Has Proved to 
Be the Best. 

Of 20 German methods' of preserving 
eggs the three which proved the mo?t 
.effective are coating the eggs with 
vaseline, preserving them in lime wa- 
ter, and preserving them in water 
glass. There is a drawback -to the 
.water-glass method; the shell easily 
bursts in boiling water. This, how- 
ever' may" be prevented by piercing the 
shell with a.'strong needle. This ob- 
jection having been conceded, the wa- 
ter glass -method heads* the list, as 
varnishing the eggs with vaseline 
takes a great deal of time, and treat- 
ing them 'with lime-water is apt to 
give them a- disagreeable odor. In 
most packed' eggs the -yolk, sooner or' 
later, begins to settle oh one side and 
the egg at once begins to depreciate. 
This does not happen when water 
glass is used, and the eggs retain a 
surprising freshness. In one te^t it 
was found tha„t a ten per cent, solu- 
tion of water glass preserved the eggs 
so effectually that at the end of three 
and a *half-" months eggs that- were 
packed on August 1 appeared perfect- 
ly fresh. A "gallon .of water glass, 
which*. will cost. 50 cents, will make

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DAIRY NOTES 



Some yc-irs nco when it was lound 
that special grain raising could not 
be continu-d with profit attention 
was turned to dairying. Creamer- 
ies and chc.se factories were built at 
considerable expense, but in many 
cases were .lot made to pay, and af- 
ter a brief duration failed. Little 
was known concerning, this industry 
and it was for the purpose of giving 
information tcj dairying that the 
University established the dairy de- 
partment. I 

A herd of co\vs representing the dif- 
ferent dairy breeds are kept, and ex- 
pcrimcnlsarecojnducted to determine 
the best and most practical system 
of dairying forj the farmers of Min- 
nesota. 

It has been my good fortune to 
have the privilege of workingjn this 
department fori four years. The three 
past years my work iins been chiefly 
with the herd, fecdiiiH and caring for 
them. I have given particular atten- 
tion to the productiveness of the 
cows individually, and their value as 
milk producers from the different 
feed-stuffs used. The records kept 
with the herd show precisely ' how- 
productive and how profitable each 
cow is. The milk from each cow is 
weighed and a sample is taken and 
tested for the per cent ol butter fat it 
contains. The feed is also weighed, 
except the feed the cows get on pas- 
ture. So it is known positively how- 
much each cow yields in milk and 
butter fat, and bow much she con- 
sumes ever}- day and every year. 

The rations are made up from an 
economical standpoint, unless some 
special experiment is intended. Corn 
fodder and cnsilagehave been largely- 
used. Corn fodder takes the place of 
hay entirely. When it has been pro- 
pcrlv sown and cured it is a better 
milk-producing feed than hay, and it 
is more economical because its yield 
per acre is from three to five times as 
great. Ensilage is a valuable feed on 
account of its succulence. The rcsnlts 
obtained from its use at the Experi- 
ment Station have been satisfactory 
in every rcs|>cct. Bran and oil-meal 
have been' used chiefly as grain feed. 
Roots make up a part of the ration 
when ensilage is not used. 

It is evident that feeding is the 
most important question in dairying 
that the farmers of Minnesota have 
to deal with. According to latest 
statistics the cows of the state yield 
on an average only 150 lbs .of but- 
ter yearly. By proper care and feed- 
ing they could be made to produce 
doable that quantity. In the Uni- 
versity tjerd are some cows that are 
fair representatives of the cows -of 
the state, and their average yearly 
butter yield is 300 pounds. This is 
due to feed and care. Farmers might 
haye their cows do equally well, and 
thereby realize nearly twfee the pro- »»£ 
fit they are now »<»king.-A. J. Mc- £ g,

Hoth are fully confirmed, but as 
yet nothing is definitely known of the 
fate of the tiennnii minister, Karon vtin 
Ketteler. at Peking, nor what has real- 
ly happened at ihe foreign legations in 
the Chinese capital, though late ad- 
vices from Japanese sources declare 
that all the legation buildings in Pe- 
king huve been captured by the Chi- 
nese. 

The unofficial narratives, coming by 
way of Shanghai, vary widely and bear 
internal evidence of supplementing the 
main facts with guess work. One dis- 
patch says that the York town partici- 
pated in the bombardment.

"A serious anti-foreign outbreak took 
place 1am nisht. when some of the finest 
buildings in the eastern part of the city 
were burned and hundreds of native 
Christians and servants employed by for- 
eigners were massacred within two miles 
of the Imperial palace. It was an anxious 
night for all foreigners, who were collect- 
ed under the. protection of the foreign 
guards. The Boxers burned the Roman 
Catholic East cathedral, the large build- 
ings of the London mission and the 
American board of missions, and also the 
buildings in the eastern part of the city 
occupied by the foreign employes of the 
maritime customs."

Prosperity F,elt by All People in 
the Buckeye State.

A Cuban house is as different from 
an American oneasit can possibly be, 
and the style of building suits this 
country perfeetly.fortheCubanshave 
sought and found the means that 
make the- house coolest. If anyone 
builds a house on plans approved in 
the States, his house is pointed out 
as a curiosity. In the city anything 
other than the Cuban style is rarely 
seen, in the suburbs the two styles 
are found, sometimes separate.'.some- 
times in combination: 

In. passing along the streets of the 
city, one sees thefront of the dwell- 
ing only, usually tightly closed, usu- 
ally adjoining a store of some kind, 
and presenting anything but an at- 
tractive appearance. A stretch of im- 
agination is required to penetrate 
the walls and see within a picture 
more than ordinarily pleasing. The 
shutters, which are closed behind the 
barred windows, often have no slats 
at all, and so, when so closed, mean 
a total closing out of light from that 
side. The front door is usually a. 
heavy double wooden one, in one side 
of which is a small door just large 
enoughfor a man to enter, and as the 
bottom of' this opening is some dis- 
tance from the base of the large-door 
in which it is cut, some skill is requir- 
ed to avoid stumbling - in going 
through. Large apartments of any- 
where from twelve to twenty rooms 
with the most perfect appointments 
are found over the most ordinary 
shops in the raidst of. business dis- 
tricts where one would scarcely exr 
pect to find his friends living. Down 
in the wholesale part, where the 
streets are dingy and so narrow that 
they can be crossed, in , twb or three 
good-sized steps, are' the. homes of 
some of the most aristocratic Cubans 
and strangers -are often astonished in 
going along these streets, staring in 
every doorway (for everything is 
novel) to suddenly discover them- 
selves looking into someone's house, 
and see beyond the entrance room 
beautiful fountains, tropical plants, 
etc.. instead of stacks of bags and 
barrels. One of the most beautiful 
houses in Havana is the second floor 
of a building, the third floor of which' 
is a cigar factory and the first offices 
of the same. By the side of the office 
the winding marble stairs lead up to 
the first room of theapartment which 
someone has said should be called a 
palace. This room is a long hallway 
twenty-five feet wide by a hundred 
long, marble-tiled, with marble pil- 
lars supporting thehigh ceiling; from 
either end extend narrower hallways 
along' which are bedrooms. The 
drawing-room, entered from the main 
hall hall, rs parallel to it, and almost 
as long. ' 

Another very beautiful interior is 
on a streetthatisconsidered fashion- 
able—and yet to the uniniated it is 
far from being so, for without excep- 
tion tbe houses are dingy and dirty, 
some of them being even in a state of 
decay: besides this, there are shops, 
equally dingy and dirty, grocery 
stores, pawn shops and others which 
do not' usually find place on a fash- 
ionable thoroughfare. With the ex- 
ception of this street and thePrado, 
Havana proper laysno claim to hav- 
ing a fashionable residence district. 
As a rule, one expects the Military 
Governor of an important country 
to live in a fashionable district, but 
here the fact that the residences of 
the Governor and head of the departs 
ment are\ery near together, makes 
that part of town fashionable, 
though few Others live near them, ; 
The Cuban city house, as well as 
many a country one is built around 
a court and like other houses in the 
tropics, has very high ceilings to,in- 
sure coolness. 'There is usually a 
porch on the street side, surrounded 
by an iron fence and tiled beautifully 
then comes the door with its great 
brasB knocker, the envy of many an 
American; some people, more modern 
in their ideas, have replaced the 
knocker with the less picturesque 



electric bell. But the visitor usuallv 



announces his arrival by a clang of; 



the g reat: brass ring or hand; at many! 
of ttje wealthier) homes this is unn ec- 
essar y; for a porter sets at the open 
door all day a id sleeps behind the 
closed door at night and together 
with his office of porter is that of 
sentinel. In those houses where there 
is only one floor, the large, reception 
room is, as a ru e, the first one enter- 
ed, and often where there is a second 
floor the vestibule is omitted, There; 
is a set form of ftrnishing tor this 
room, though of course there arc 
many exception i. The form consists 
of a center table, placed in the posi- 
tion its name ii dicates; it is usually 
of dark wood, mahogany, I believe, 
and has on it a few books. Against 
the walls are rows of straight-backed 
chairs of the same wood as the table; 
a few other chairs are placed' about 
room, some of them being, rocking 
chairs. . The .men-sit oh one side of 
the taWe, the women on the other, 
very much after thestyle of a Quaker 
meeting-house,. I am speaking of 
homes purely Ct ban, ant! not of those: 
into which foreign ideashave brought 
changes. Back c f this reception room 
is the dining-room of 'comidor.' as 
we say in Spanish;;, this room is fur 



nished with table land chairs, a^side- 



b oard and perhaps a serving ta ble- 
Back of it is tht court-yard or 'patio? 



usually all of the back of the dinin g- 
room can be thrown open by shut- 



ter's; --Along thecourt-yard is a walk 



from which open the doors of the bed 
rooms and doors from the drawing 
room and comidor also lead into bed 
rooms. In the bed rooms are Spanish 
beds, black iron with gilt trimmings, 
especially a gilt medallion on the foot. 
The bed almost invariably has an ar- 
rangementforsupporting a mosquito 
bar, for a bed without this necessity 
is almost unknown in Cuba, especial- 
ly in and about Havana. 

Back of the bed rooms tomes the 
kitchen and so it is seen that wait- 
ers have to take many steps in.serv- 
ing meals with, dining room and 
kitchen so far apart. In the Govern- 
or-General's palace the kitchen is 
above the dining room in an addi- 



tional room built, oh the roof; it is 
furnished with an American range 
and every appliance for the conven- 
ience of the Governor's cook. Under 
the same roof, usuallv quite hear the 
kitchen, sometimes side by side with 
the front of the house, is the stable; 
often stable andservahts' room. form 
the third side of a hollow square. 

In some houses there are two pairs 
of doors at each opening. I say two 
pairs, for instead of a single door to 
close an opening, Cuban houses al- 
most invariably have two. One of 
these pairsis of solid wood andshuts, 
the room off.entirely, but if only par- 
tial privacy is desired, the half doors 
are closed and 'the others left open. 
The half doors are sometimes made 
of slats, sometimes of ground glass, 
and still again they may be of beau- 
tiful stained -glass,'- which/adds se 
much to the attractiveness of a room.

In a few minutes they came buck, 
bringing each a bag, which they, put 
down in the farther corner of the room 
and covered with rubbish, with which 
the floor was covered!.. Then they startl- 
ed for thedoor again and the one who 
answered to the name of Jack said: ' 



they went out shutting the door tight 
after them. 

I$an up the stairs and to a window 
looking out on the water; and watched 
the boat as it^went slowly down the' 
river. I watched about half an hour," 
then I went downstairs, lighted" my 
lantern, and pulled off the stuff from 
the bags and took them into the boiler 
room. On opening them I found them 
filled with watches, jewelry and silver- 
ware. They had evidently -been rob- 
bing a. jewelry store in the city, and 
after examining some, of the boxes I 
found one with the mark of Paterson 
& Co., and I knew then that they had 
robbed the largest jewelry store in 
the city. ~ 

What to do I did not know, but I 
concluded to hide the stuff where they 
could not find it and then go home 
and think it over. I opened the old 
ash pit under the boiler and put both 
the bags carefully in the hole, then, 
put out my lantern and went home. I 
got into the house just as the suri was 
rising, and I tumbled into bed, but. 
not to sleep till I had thought out a 
plan of action.

I did riot wake up the next morning 
till mother called me at nine o'clock, 
and then T made off as if I was mad 
to think I had slept so long! I tried 
to eat my breakfast .as though noth- 
ing had happened, but I was so ex- 
cited that I could swallow hardly any- 
thing. Then. I put up a lunch and 
told mother I. would not be back till, 
night. This was nothing new for me, 
as I was often off all day fishing and 
gunning. Then I wrote this note to 
the committee. of four: 

"Dear Boys: Do riot go near the mill If 
you want to keep out of trouble. The 
whole thing Is off, and I am going to keep 
out of the way all day. Don*t go to my 
house, and I'd advise you boys not to be 
seen about the streets. You won't see me 
till sometime during the day of the Fourth. 
Don't hold any meeting in the acorn field. 
See all the hoys privately, one by one, and 
tell them riot to be seen together." . - - -. 

I did not sign this, as I meant, to 
give it to one of the boys. Leaving 
home I soon met. one 'of the committee 
and I handed him the note, telling 
him- not to read it till he was some- 
where where no one. could see him. 
Then . I started for die -woods. Going 
through the acorn field I crossed the 
railroad and went through the woods, 
coming to the river a mile below the 
town. Here I found a fellow just.go- 
mg over to the city* -in a row boat, arid 
I gave him five cents to carry' me over. 

Once in the city I proceeded Jo 
carry out, my plan, I went . to the 



right. He 
told .Sir. PatersOn that I !iad a very 
important clew, and that he would 
follow it up at once. 

My plan was this: No one wis to go 
near the mill till after dark, when the 
chief, with four picked men, would 
go over the bridge in citizens' clothes, 
each one by himself,' and come to my 
house. Then I was to take them to 
the mill and Ave were to hide till the 
men came for the goods. Then the 
police were to overpower them; . Of 
course, I did not know whether there 
would be two. or three men "there, "but 
I thought the four police would be 
enough, even if all three came. 
. The scheme was carried out and 
we all got to the mill without attract- 
ing any attention. The first thing to 
do was to see if the bags were safe 
They were just as I had left" them, 
and then the nien were placed in po- 
sition to watch for the robbers. Of 
course, the catching of them was 
planned by the chief, but he asked me 
what I thought of the plan before he 
carried it out. and I made one or two 
suggestions, which he adopted. 

About midnight while I was watch- 
ing' at the upper window I saw three 
men in a boat coming up the river. I 
immediatelj* j ran to the cellar and 
told the chief. . He placed his men 
at once*' andjl hid behind the.-barrels 
to see the fun. I. had a big flash lan- 
tern, and I was to turn it on when 
the men started to remove the rub- 
bish from, where they had hidden the 
bags. Of course, they did not expect 
anything out of the way, and they" all 
three came in. The two men who 
were called Jack and Jim came first. 
and the one whom they referred to 
as Johnson came last, with a lantern. 
As. the two men leaned over the pile 
to clear away the rubbish I opened 
the lantern and; the police jumped 
upon the men and secured thenv while 
the chief put his pistol into the face 
of Johnson with the rentark: 

Throw up. your hands, .old man, if 
you don*t .want this bullet." 

He dropped the lantern and put up 
his hands in a hurry, I can tell you. 
In less time than it takes me to write 
it, they were, all handcuffed and taksn 
out into the boat.

One thing more I want to say, jand 
that is that from that time till 'now I 
am the greatest coward that ever 
livedj and no riioney would ever hire 
me, again to go into any dark place 
alone. I can't., say why, but such is 
the fact.

A SAD ACCIDENT. 



The city was startled last Saturday 
whon tho report went out that a boy 
was drowned Id the river below the dam. 
Boon a large crowd had assembled and 
H waa found that Willio Vorachick was 
tho victim, and that he was drowned be 
twoon 10 and 11 o'clock. Everything 
waa done to recover the body which was 
accomplished between 7 and 8 o'clock in 
the evening.

The boys immediately 
gave tho alarm and the search commenc- 
ed, but, as the water was very muddy 
and the bottom of the river full of snags 
it was hard to find him. The funeral 
occurred Monday evening at 6:30 o'clock 
interment made in Greenwood cemetery. 
He was aged 11 years, 9 months and 3 
days. A brother and ' sister older are 
the remaining children. The entire 
community is full of sympathy for the 
bereaved family.

Republicans in Convention at Phil- 
adelphia Finish Their Work.

Convention Hall. Philadelphia. Juno 22.- 
The republican national convention as- 
sembled lor tin concluding scnslun Thurs* 
day mornltiK- The attendance was the 
largest ui any session. 

t'nllrd to Order. 
At ion** Chairman Lodge glanced' at hU 
watch inid then with three rap.s of the 
historic gavel » tilled the tumult on the 
floor while the bund ushered In the ses- 
nion with thy national anthem. The ureal 
. hnll became iiulet as Senator Lodge, 
standing before 15,000 eager faces, gavel 
In hand, announced that nominations for 
president of the United States were In 
order. The readlnK clerk advanced to 
the front of the platform. He was about 
to call the roll of states for the presenta- 
tion of candidates. When Alabama was 
called the state yielded to Ohio. 

This was (he signal for the recognition 
of Senator l-'oraker who was to make the 
hIK'vch nominating Mr. McKlnley as the 
republican candidate for president. Then 
the cheers begun and a wild scene en- 
BueU. It was exactly IS minutes when or- 
der was restored and Lodge announced: 
"The chair recognizes Gov. Roosevelt of 
Ntw York." 

Ovation to Hoowevell, 
Again the magic of a name sent the 
multitude Into convulsions of enthusiasm. 
All ryes were turned toward Roosevelt 
lie stepped out into the aisle and strode 
up the platform, looking neither to the 
right or tin; left, and then turning and 
surveying the sea of waving cheering hu- 
manity. 

There he stood, his face grimly set, 
without a smile. He made no acknowl- 
edgments, no salutations to the plaudits, 
bur like a hero receiving his due, calmly 
awaited the subsidence of the tumult. At 
J.isi he raised his hand and at his bidding 
the demonstration came to an end. 

Then (Jov. Huosevelt began his speech. 
Breaking In a cleur full voice. His sen- 
tences were delivered in a. manner that 
denoted a careful study of each word. 
His argumentative .style kept the audi- 
ence en rapport with him, for he was 
Kiven the closest attention by the vast 
Jiuilli-nire. in fact very much more atten- 
tion than had any other speaker. 

The closing words of the governor 
brought another demonstration, and for 
a m In ii I o it seemed that the convention 
w«»uid g«i mad and then and there make 
two nominations Instead of one. 

Senator Thurston, the Demosthenes o£ 
the .serial)*: John \V. Yerkes, an orator 
from the Blue Grass state, and Gov. 
Mount, -if Indiana, also seconded Mc- 
Klnley'* nomination, but before the latter 
concluded llu:' ( conveiitlon was impatient 
for u vote. /and several times tried to 
bowl him down. 

Tile Voting Begin*. 
The rexiive listeners broke In with 
ni.iny demonstrations and calls of "vote," 
and Chairman Lodge was kept busy with 
his gavel trying to maintain sufficient or- 
der for the 'speaker to be heard. As lie 
flos/i] the convention again demanded a 
vote; and the chairman announced that 
the roll of states would be called for the 
vote on the nomination for president. At 
V1JT, the vote began for the presidential 
candidate. 

The tally clerks quickly made the offi- 
cial .'ummary and handed It to the chair- 
man. Mr. Lodge took the paper and ad- 
vancing to the front of the stage said: 
I'nnnlmooi on First Ilnllot. 
'•The total vote cast is 030. William Mc- 
Klnley has received 930 votes. It is a 
unanimous vote and the chairman de- 
clares that William McKlnley Is '-our 
nominee for the presidency for the term 
beginning March 4. 1901." Now; again 
pandemonium broke loose in one dwelling 
churns of enthusiasm for the new candi- 
date. I'p went Ihe plumes and standards. 
rp stood the great uudlence, men and 
women, mingling their shouts and their 
frantic demonstration. 

Itoonevelt for Vice President, 
Mr. Lodge warned the noisy and dem- 
ctnsiratlve throngs that there was still 
vital business to be done, and announced 
lh.it the call of states would proceed for 
nominations for the vice presidency. 

^e*i the namcof Alabama was called onthc 
roil of states, for nomination of candidates 
for vice president, the announcement was 
ni.idc by the chairman of the delegation 
lb.it Alabama would yield to Iowa to pre- 
sent a candidate. 

Chairman Lodge then recognized Col. 
Iwife Voting, one of the Iowa delegates at 
laiK.-. and editor of the Des Moines (la.) 
Capital. Col. Young was In Cuba at th« 
lime l[oo>-,evell led his gallant rough rid- 
- ers.up San Juan hill, and his reference to 
the cuvcrii.ir's campaign was eloquent and 
touching. 

The uemonstratlqn which followed the 
ftimotincrmenl by Col. Young of Gov. 
Iloosrvclt as the candidate of the youns 
men of ih.? country, who represented their 
d* siren and their ambitions and embodied 
their patriotism and Americanism, was not 
fcecond to that accorded slixv president's 
name. 

At th* conclusion of the call. Chairman 
I-odge announced that Gov. Roosevelt had 
received K9 votes, one delegate In the con- 
vention not voting. This delegate was 
Gov. Roosevelt himself, who refrained 
• from voting with the New York delegation. 
Chairman Lodge's announcement that 
Gov. Roosevelt had been nominated for 
vice president evoked a burst of applause 
that fairly shook the .great steel-girdled 
building to Its foundations. 

Convention Adjourns. 
The neriouH work of the convention was 
now practically over, and only a few de- 
tails remained to be performed. A resolu- 
tion by Gen. Grosvenor was agreed to for 
an official print of the convention pro- 
ceedings and a reprint of the proceedings 
of four years ago. Another resolution em- 
powered the national committee to fill 
vacancies on the committee,' On motion 
of Col. Dick. Senator Lodge was placed 
M the head of the committee to notify the 
president of his nomlnutlon. urd Senator 
Wolcott at the head of the •committee to 
notify the vice presidential nominee. 

Resolutions of thanks to Mr. Lodge nnd 
to Mr. Wolcott for their able services as 
presiding officers were unanimously adopt- 
ed; also thanks to Mayor Ash bridge, of 
Philadelphia, for the hospitality or the city 
and to all officials or Ihe convention. This 
closed the work, and -at 2:H. on motion of 
Sereno Payne, of New York, the republic- 
an convention or 1900 adjourned sine die. 
Ilnnnn Attain CIioicr. j 
The national committee met In the rooms 
back of Hie convention hall Immediately 
after the .idiournment or the contention. 
As soon as ihe committee was assembled 
Senator Han mi was nominated and re- 
elected chairman lor the next four, year* 



TRADE REVIEW. 



Condlticna In Comiiierelnl Circles as 

Seen liy Hie Don arid llrad- 

street Agencies, 

New Y« rk. June 23.— R, G. Dun & CO.'s 
Weekly I evlew of Trade says: "The dam- 
age to i he wheat crop . of the north- 
west is the event of chief importance. 
How extensive the loss may prove. In 
view of widely conflicting- accounts, can 
only he j idged from the speculative mar-" 
kets In w lich Information gathered at the 
west has caused a remarknble advance. 
at Chicago 15 cents in ten days, and the 
price here has advanced 11 cents per 
bushel, tliough for the September option 
only nine cents. The belief Is that so 
large a part of the spring wheat has been 
killed as to reduce a yield expected to be 
close to t le largest on record to consider- 
ably less} than the world has- required 
during the crop year now ending. 

"The cosing of manufacturing works 
at this se ison usually has a double mean- 
ing. The labor organizations see In the 
summer vacation a settlement of wages 
for the cc mine year. Last year the pres- 
sure for produce was so great that con- 
cessions were readily made and others 
later, so that the rate of wages became 
the highest ever known since the cur- 
rency was depreciated. This year exten- 
sive demands nre being made without ap- 
proach, tr settlement as yet In many of 
Ihe branches of business, so that the 
summer vacation may be more extensive 
and in sbme lines longer than usual. 
There will be time to work oft excessive 
stocks in some lines and- to adjust prices 
to a new basis for the latter half of the 
year. 

"The "shipments of boots nnd shoes — 
only 233,7*3 cases In three- weeks, of June 
—are ovef 20 per cent, smaller than in 
1S99 or 1S96, nnd smaller by ten per cent. 
or more In other years. The jobbers still 
appear inclined .to. wait, and some manu- 
facturers j decline quotations recently 
named and have closed or reduced force. 
"Failures for the week have been 179 
in the United States, agalnst'17S last year, 
and 25 in Canada, against IS last year." 

Bradstrcet's says: "Midsummer dull- 
ness in distributive trade and industry 
and further reductions of prices of manu- 
factured joods. particularly iron and 
steel, and [raw textiles, but a marked up- 
ward mo\|ement .In nearly all agricultural 
products pre the leading features of the 
business situation this week. Wheat has 
advanced 11 cents per bushel since June 
1 and 20 emits from the low point reached 
In November, .a gain over the latter pe- 
riod of 27 per cent, in price. Corn crop 
advices are still in a high degree encour- 
aging, bu; that cereal has sympathized 
with wriest, as 'have also oats, and hog 
products have In: turn felt the quickening 
Influence if higher prices for. corn.

Mon- 
ey is never expended grudgingly, on 
Minnesota.schools, whether they be 
in town or country; and this is one 
thing that makes it so desirable a 
State to live in.— Northwest Maga- 
zine.

Fat stock of all kinds 
is selling at good prices in the mar- 
ket. While the drouth in the North- 
west is serious, do ndt overlook the 
fact that I.owa, Nebraska. Missouri. 
Kansas, and other states have an 
abundance of food! of all kinds, 
and the farmers in tbese states will 
be willing to pay good prices for 
stockers in the autumn months. 
Keep your growing stock and do 
everything possible to provide food 
for it, which may be | grown if rain 
comes soon. Plant fodder corn as 
bulletin No. 10 directs, also other- 
pasturage and forage fo.ods, Oats 
and barley mixcd,.cjr oats alone, 
so wn as late as the first week in July, 
will furnish a large amount of pas- 
ture. Winter rye sown at any time 
between now and the|first of Septem- 
ber will also furnish jmuch pasture. 
That sown in August may also be 
grazed the following spring. . A full 
crop ofrape may be grown sown as 
late as the middle ofjuly. Rape well 
grown furnishes art enormous a- 
mount of Ipast'ure. Rape should be 
sown broadcast, using four or five 
pounds of seed per acre, and covered 
with a harrow. Use the Dwarf Es- 
sex variety. If no rain fall within 
a reasonable time and.food cannot be 
grown and it becomes necessary to 
sell much of the stockj it should not 
be sold at a sacrifice,' but there 
should besomeintelligenteffortmade 
by the farmers to ship this stock to- 
the best available market, keeping 
the choice females.

A H0ME-MAD8 SUMMER BROILER. 
To make n charcoal broiler which will 
serve the purpose of the. best of patent 
ones you should first fit an iron dripping 
pan in the kitchen stove so that.it will 
rest just at the top of the fire-clay lin- 
ing. A flange riveted on the rim will 
make it absolutely secure against falling 
to the bottom of the grate. When the 
pan has been fitted, take it out (it should 
be as easily adjusted as a stove-lid) and 
drill the bottom full of holes. A large 
nail and a hammer will accomplish this. 
Then the broiler is done. To use it, put 
some paper in the bottom, fill it with 
charcoal, and light it underneath, as 
you would light a fire in the whole grate 
using the stove's drafts as in managing 
a regular fire. In four or five minutes 
you will have a splendid bed of coals for 
broiling, making a pot of coffee ordoing 
any other cooking for a light summer 
breakfast. Every kitchen should have 
a gas or gasoline stove for- summer use, 
but as every kitchen is not so provided 
the charcoal broiler is a boon not to be

TRAINING SCHOOL. 



The State Summer Trainiug School 
for Red Lake county will be held at Red 
Lake Falls, commencing on i Monday, 
July 16, and closing Friday, August 10. 

The following studies will be taken up 
during the time. 

ARITHMETIC AND GRAMMAR. 

In each of these subjects, two periods 
per day will be offered either as a double 
course of two periods or as an elementa- 
ry course and an advanced course of one 
period each in accordance with the wish- 
es of a majority of the students taking 
work in these branches. If the double 
course plan is pursued, Btudents will 
have a chance to do 8 weeks of continu- 
ous work in thesejubjects. On the oth- 
er hand, if the students desire to spend 
only one hour per day on them, an op- 
portunity will beofferedby the two sep- 
arate courses to pursue elementary or 
more advanced work. 

READING AND LITERATURE. 

A few selections from English and 
American authors will be read critically, 
emphasis being placed upon the ability 
to express clearly and. forcefully the 
meaning of the authors T and to discern 
the literary merits of particular portions 
of the selections. 

PEDAGOGY, 

In this subject, either, two hours per 
day will be devoted to the Theory and 
Practice of teaching^ or one to that sub- 
ject and one to elementary Psychology. 

HISTORY. 

An hour per day will bo devoted to 
the study of some epoch or epochs in 
American History or to a study of some 
continuous topic or topics such as Terri- 
torial growth. . 

GEOGRAPHY. ' 

An hour per day will be devoted to 
this subject, the form, size and motion 
of the earth being considered, the causes 
of day and night, the seasons, etc., to- 
gether with the physiography of the 
county in which the school Is being con 
ducted, including the causes that have 
given to. surface the peculiar corforma- 
tion and properties that it posesses.

Thexj Cause Much Damage In Mlchl-

Kalamazoo; Mich., July 9. — The 
worst "wind and- rainstorm for 50 years 
swept over southern Michigan late 
Saturday afternoon, doing damage 
over an area' extending from Hastings, 
30 miles north . to ten miles south of 
here.' The wind, ttvisted and whirled - 
through the center of this city, wreck- 
ing, a score of mammoth oak and . 
maple trees in Bronsori and West 
street parks. . Half the streets in the 
city were made. 'impassable by the 
fallen trees.. The Michigan Traction 
company's lines were put out of serv- 
ice by trolley wires being broken. 
The Michigan- telephone lines in the 
citj-- were wrecked and alT~si;ate linea 
were put. out of service. Tin roof was

$25,000. The Stern block suffered a 
similar fate, and H. Stem & Co.'s stock 
of clothing, occupying\doubIe stores, 
suffered serious damage. 
I Accompanying the wind was a cloud- 
burst throughout the Kalamazoo River 
valley, causing a flow of water two 
feet deep in the main streets, flooding 
many 'cellars.- All the ' creeks rose 
with great rapidity, inundating all 
lowlands and causing great.damage to 
the famous Kalamazoo celery crop. 
The damage is estimated at 5300,000, 
one-fourth of this being on the celery ' 
crop, i Arcadia creek, where ordinarily 
there is but a stream a foot .wide and 
six inches deep; was a raging flood 20

Democratic Convention .Nominates 
Bryan and Stevenson. 



Imperialism la Pronounced by (he 
Platorm to Be the Paramount li- 
me— Silver Coinage nt Ratio 
of 10 to 1 Favored. 



Kansas City,- July 8.— The democratic 
national ticket was completed Friday by 

the nomination of Adlai E. Stevenson for 
vice president. The nomination was made 
on' the first ballot, state after- state join- 
ing in the wild scramble to record their 
support of the winning candidate. .It 
was not accompanied by any such -fran- 
tic demonstration of approval as had 
marked the proceedings at previous 
stages, although the result followed a 
spirited and at times highly dramatic 
contest between the advocates of Steven- 
son, Towne, Hill and- the lesser candi- 
dates. 

The platform declares Imperialism to 
be the paramount Issue of the campaign; 
opposes militarism; Is strongly anti- 
trust In its declarations; favors silver 
coinage at tho ratio of 16 to 1; con> 
demns the Dlngtey tariff law; denounces 
the currency bill enacted at the last ses- 
sion of congress; favors election of 
United States senators -by popular vote; 
favors direct legislation; opposes gov- 
ernment by Injunction; recommends cre- 
ation of a department of labor in charge 
of a secretary, with a seat in the cab- 
net; favors liberal pensions; urges im- 
mediate construction and government 
ownership and control of the Nlcaraguan 
canal; condemns the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty as a surrender of American rights 
and Interests; favors statehood for Ari- 
zona, New Mexico and Oklahoma, and 
home rule and a territorial- form of gov- 
ernment for Alaska and Porto Rico; de- 
clares against entangling alliances with 
foreign powers; expresses sympathy for 
the Boers, and urges repeal of war 
taxes. 

The silver republican convention nomi- 
nated Bryan as its candidate for presi- 
dent. After a conference with a commit- 
tee of democrats and one of populists, it 
was decided to refer the selection of a

national committee. This body met later 
and indorsed Stevenson. The populists 
have not yet decided, still insisting that 
Towne should be the candidate.

THE FIRST DAT. 

Permanent Organisation and 
polntment of Committees. 
Kansas City. Mo., July C— Amid scenes of 
tumultuous enthusiasm beflttlng such an 
event and such a day, the democratic na- 
tional convention began its sessions 
Wednesday. At exactly 12:02 Chairman 
Jones ascended the platform and called the 
body to order. The first business of the 
convention was the reading of the formal 
call, by Secretary Walsh. Chairman Jones 
announced the prayer by Rev. S. W. NeeL 
Following the prayer came an address of 
welcome by Mayor Reed, of Kansas City. 
Miss Fultonf, of New York, was Intro- 
duced ond sang "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner," the audience standing and cheering 
and applauding after each verse. It was' 
an Innovation In a national convention. 
Then, as she finished the last strain, the 
band took up "America," and, led by Miss 
Fulton!, tho great mass of 20,000 people 
brokf Into the stirring words: "My Coun- 
try, 'TIs of Thee," singing It through with 
Unction nnd closing It with a cheer. 
An Oration to Hill. 
Then, suddenly, somebody started the 
cry for "Hill." "Hill." In an Instant 
Maryland. Tennessee, Louisiana, Mlssls- 
ilppl and New Mexico were on their feet 
waving their standards and yelling "Hill;" 
"Davo Hill." 

The pounding of the chairman's gavel 
had no effect and for a time It looked 
like a concerted movement to stampede 
for the New Yorker. As delegation after 
delegation rose In their seats and the 
Chairman's gavel fell, Mr. Hill was com- 
pelled to rise and bow. 

The call or* states now began, for nam- 
ing tho members of the various commit- 
tees. This was a tedious work, covering 
all the caucus selections of the several 
states and territories. 

Adjournment was taken until after- 
no-m. 

The convention, at <:50 o'clock, having 
no business to transact, because of the 
failure of the committee to be ready to 
report, took a recess until 8:30 p. m. 
The Night Session. 
At 8:33, Chairman Thomas rapped the 
convention to qrder, although considera- 
ble less than two-thirds of the delegates 
had nrrlved. There was considerable ex- 
pectancy over the arrival of Senator Hill, 
but he failed' to put In an appearance. 
Gov. Thomas Introduced ex-Gov. Altgeld, 
of Illinois, who delivered an address. The 
speaker unwittingly touched off a mine 
by using the expression In discussing the 
attitude of certain democrats toward the 
•liver question: "Now, my friend, Hill." 
That was as far as he got, for several 
minutes. The name of Hill again started 
the uproar that had marked the first ses- 
sion of the convention. The demonstra- 
tion lasted for many minutes. 

Permanent Organisation, 
The report of the committee on rules 
nnd credentials was read and adopted. 
Chairman Thomas then called for the re- 
port of the committee on permanent or- 
ganization. When it vaa Announced that 
Hon. J. D. Richardson, of Tennessee, had 
been selected as permanent chairman, 
cheers swept over the great audience. 
Upon Mr. Richardson's introduction to 



the audience, he was greeted by another 
wave of cheers. 

In his remarks Mr. Richardson said that 
the republican party stands for empire. 
The democratic party stands for the re- 
public, for the declaration of independ- 
ence, and the constitution of our country. 
He denounced trusts. His arraignment 
of the failure of the republican party to 
establish Mmetallls'm and the creation in- 
stead of a single gold standard was re- 
ceived with manifestations of hearty ap- 
proval. He declared President McKlntey 
and his secretary of stato had done all 
In their power to nullify and abrogate the 
Monroe ■ doctrine, and said democracy- 
stood for this doctrine and demands Us 
rigid enforcement. The policy, of the ad- 
ministration with reference- to 'Porto Rico 
and the Philippines was denounced as 
equivocating and cowardly, and he de* 
clared the nresent administration to be 
Incompetent to deal with these questions. 
The administration he also bitterly ar- 
raigned for the war scandals and the 
Cuban postal scandals. Tho speaker ac- 
cused the republican party leaders " of 
rormlng secret and entangling alliances 
of tho, most detestable character with 
England, and denounced the failure to 
repeal or reduce war taxes on articles of 
prime necessity. - 

A Wild Scene. 
His mention of the name of W. J. 
Bryan brought the convention to Its feet 
In a frenzy of enthusiasm. Delegates 
sprang upon their chairs, waving hats, 
handkerchiefs and umbrellas in the wildest 
fashion. .By a common impulse, the 
poles bearing the names of the states 
were torn up and thrust into the air. 
Then down the aisles toward the speak- 
er's desk came croups of delegates sur- 
rounding one man who held the name of 
the state aloft. Texas and New York 
becamo engaged In a rivalry as to which 
should hold the name of the state high- 
est In the air 

Precisely • 20 minutes after Chairman 
Richardson had mentioned the name of 
Bryan, which, like the waving of a magic 
wand, had conjured up a scene of such 
wonderful enthusiasm as has seldom been 
witnessed In a political convention, he 
began to rap for order; but the delegates 
were not yet ready to yield the floor 
even to the chairman of the convention. 
The band In the gallery started a patri- 
otic air, and despite the continuous ef- 
forts of Chairman Richardson to restore 
order the demonstration continued for 
9% minutes longer, its total length being 
29H minutes. 

Order was then sufficiently restored to 
enable the chairman to recognize Dele- 
gate J. G. Johnson, of Kansas, who made 
a motion that the conventloiuadjoum un- 
til 10:30 a. m. Thursday. At loTiM the chair- 
man declared the convention adjourned. 

THE SECOND DAY. 



PIntform Adopted and Bryan XomU 
nated Amid Great Enthnslasm. 
Kansas City. Mo., July 6.-Conventlon 
hall was again besieged Thursday by 
eager ond excited thousands and. long 
before the time set for opening the sec- 
ond day's proceedings of the convention, 
all of the streets approaching the build- 
ing were solidly massed with humanity, 
moving forward to the many entrances. 
In calling the convention to order for the 
mornlng > session Chairman Richardson an- 
nounced' that the platform committee was 
not ready to report, and, pending word 
from them he invited to the platform ex- 
Gov. Hogg, of Texas, to address the con- 
i-entlon. The Texan's address created un- 
bounded enthusiasm. Stirring addresses 
were also made by Hon. A. M. Dockery, of 
Missouri; Mayor Rose, of Milwaukee; Con- 
gressman Williams, of Illinois, and Hon. 
J. W. Miles, of Maryland. 

Chairman Richardson announced .that he 
had been informed' the platform commit-, 
tee would be ready to report at 3:30. There- 
upon a motion was agreed to to adjourn 
until that hour, and the vast audience filed 
out of the building, amid enthusiastic 
shouts for the favorite leaders and the en- 
livening music of the orchestra. 

Senator Jones presented the platform. 
The document was read by Senator Till- 
man. When Senator Tillman reached the 
point declaring Imperialism the para- 
mount Issue In this campaign, the dele- 
gates mounted their chairs and cheered 
wildly. ' 

Great Enthnslasm. 
Senator Tillman was requested to re- 
peat the . Imperialism plank, and again 
the demonstration, was great Delegates 
mounted their choirs, waved hats, um- 
brellas and flags. The spectators Joined 
In the cheering. The whole convention 
hall was a mass of waving flags. The 
band began playing and the demonstra- 
tion Increased in Intensity. The state 
standards .were pulled up and carried to 
the platform. 

Fine Flag- Display. 
No such flag display was ever seen In 
a convention. The flags bore this in- 
scription: 

"The constitution and the flat?, one and 
Inseparable, now and forever. The flag of 
the republic forever, of an empire TiRver.'* 
Again and again the demonstration waa 
renewed. The band played "A Hot Time," 
and the convention sang it, while the 
state standards were carried about the 
hall. A Boer flog was carried to the 
platform and waved amid great en- 
thusiasm. The band played "America," 
and the whole vast audience song it, 
morklng time with the flags. 

Senator Tillman stood surveying the 
storm and awaiting an opportunity to 
Proceed. The chairman- pounded his gavel 
rand appealed for order. But the march 
of the delegates, bearing their standards 
and banners, ran on uninterruptedly for 
23 minutes.' 

Another Outbreak. 
When the senator reached the reaf- 
firmation of the Chicago platform, with 
tho declaration for free sliver coinage at 
the. ratio of 16 to 1, pandemonium again 
broke loose. But the demonstration was 
faint In comparison to what had Just 
occurred when imperialism was an- 
nounced as the "paramount Issue." Many 
of the delegates stood on their chairs 
and waved flags and cheered, but a very 
considerable number— more than half- 
held their seats. Senator Hill was among 
those who maintained quiet, while Mr. 
Croker waved a*flag until It broke, and 
George Fred Williams led the Massachu- 
setts contingent in salvos of cheers. One 
of the New York delegates raised a stand- 
ard bearing the Inscription: "Don't think 
there are no 16 to l'ers In New York;-' 
The demonstration lasted $h minutes. . 
Platform Adopted. 
The reading of the platform was con- 
cluded an,d adopted by acclamation. 

Roll -of States Called. 
• The chairman then said: 

"The next business before the conven- 
tion Is the nomination.. of a candidate for 
tho presidency of the United States. The 
secretary will call the roll of states." 
Betore doing so, the secretary read the

Bryan's Kame Presented. 

Alabama was called for : nominations, 
out yielded to Nebraska. W. D. Oldham, 
or Nebraska, who was to present the 
name of Mr. Bryan to the convention, 
was waiting by the chairman's desk, and 
as the chairman of the Alabama delega- 
tion resumed his seat, he came forward, 
and In a few graceful words expressed 
his appreciation of the favor extended 
by Alabama In surrendering Its time to 
the state of Mr. Bryan. Mr. Oldham 
In an eloquent address presented the. 
name of William Jennings Bryan as a 
candidate for the presidency. 

.This was the signal for the demonstra- 
tion of the day, and In a.coramon purpose 
the. great concourse Joined in a tribute of 
enthusiastic devotion to. the party leader. 
A huge oil portrait of Bryan, measuring 
15 feefacross, was brought down the main 
aisle before the delegates. At the same 
time the standards of the atatfe delegations 
were torn from their sockets and waved on 
high, while umbrellas of red, white and 
blue, silk banners of the several states and 
many handsome and unique transparencies 
were borne about the building amid the 
deafening clamor of 20,000 yelling, gesticu- 
lating men and women. All of the intensity 
of former demonstrations, ond much more, 
wos added to this final tribute to the leader. 

When the demonstration had spent itself 
the speeches seconding the nomination of 
Mr. Bryan were in order. Senator White 
spoke for California, giving the tribute of 
the Pacific coast to the, Nebraska candi- 
date. 

Seconded by Hill. 

When Colorado was reached that state 
yielded to Senator Hill, of New York. 
The audience had- anxiously awaited the 
appearance of the distinguished New 
Yorker, and as he took the platform he 
was accorded a splendid reception, the en- 
tire audience rising and cheering wildly,, 
with the single exception of the little 
group of Tammany leaders, who sat silent 
throughout the cheers for their New York 
associate. Mr. Hill was In fine voice, and 
his tribute to the " Nebraskan touched a 
symnathetlc chord In the hearts of the au- 
dience. He pictured Bryan as the cham- 
pion of the plain people and of the work- 
Ingman, strong with the masses, with the 
farmer and with the artisan. When Hill 
declared; with dramatic emphasis that the 
candidate would have the support of his 
party— a united "party— there ^voa tre- 
mendous applause at the suggestion of dem- 
ocratic unity. Aside from the brilliant 
eulogy of Bryan, the speech of the New 



Connecticut yielded to Minnesota and Mr. 
Roeslng nominated Towne. 

There was considerable cheering for 
Towne among the spectators, but Minne- 
sota was the only state thot Joined In the 
demonstration save one delegate here and 
there. .The cheering was kept up for a lit- 
tle while, but it was. evident that Towne'a 
friends were in the galleries.

York leader was chiefly significant and at- 
tractive In its strong plea for. unity. "It Is 
time for 'unity, not- for division," he" ex- 
claimed, to the rapturous approval- of the 
great multitude facing him. 

Mr. Bryan's nomination was seconded by 
Perkins, of Texas; Lomax,- of Alabama; 
Moore, of North Carolina; Daniel, of Vlr-. 
.ginia; Overmeyer, of Kansas, and many 
others. 

Hawaii, through its'natlve delegate, John 
H. Wise, made its first seconding speech in 
a democratic national convention, and 
finally a sweet-voiced and pleasant-faced 
woman alternate from Utah seconded the 
nomination . of Mr. Bryan in behalf of the 
state of Utah. . ■ y 

Bryan Nominated. 

After the call- of states was completed 
the secretary began to call the roll on the 
ballot for the presidential nomination. As 
the roll. call proceeded the shouts 'of 'ap- 
proval of the unanimity of the vote seemed 
to Increase. All of the large states were 
cheered heartily, as one after another they 
cast their votes for Mr. Bryan. The list of 
Btates and territories was completed with 
the calling of the territory of Hawaii. The 
announcement by Chairman Richardson 
that Mr. Bryan had been nominated for 
president of the United States unanimous- 
ly was received with great applause. 
. After the nomination of Bryan the con- 
vention .adjourned until to-day to nomi- 
nate the candidate for vice president. There 
was a fear of lighting the convention hall 
when It was packed with people. 

THE THIRD DAY. 



Stevenson Nominated for Vice Presi- 
dent— Convention Adjournal 

Kansas City, July 7.— The final meeting 

of the democratic national convention 

was attended by an enormous crowd. 

Stevenson and Towne Named. 

At 10:45 Chairman Richardson ad- 
vanced to the front of the platform, a 
great bouauet of sweet peas in .his hand, 
und with a sweep of the gavel cut off the 
strains of the band, slowly stilled the con- 
fusion and brought the convention to order 
for Its third day's work. 

After the prayer the call of states be- 
gan for the purpose of making nominations 
for the vice presidency. Great confusion 
prevailed and very few of the" delegates 
were aware of what was going on until 
Alabama and Arkansas had been passed, 
and California was called. Then the 
doughty form and florid face of. Senator 
White emerged from the Callfornlans, and 
In stentorian tones he demanded to know 
what was going on and that the aisles be 
cleared of the disorderly Intruders; When 
the chairman responded that California 
was being called for nominations. Senator 
White announced that California yielded to 
Arkansas. 

"And Arkansas yields to Illinois, to 
place In nomination Adlai Stevenson, of 
Illinois," shouted Jeff Davis, the democrat- 
ic candidate for governor of Arkansas, 
standing on a chair and receiving a cheer 
for his mention of Stevenson. 

Now all business was suspended; as the 
confusion had become so overpowering 
that the call of the secretaries was inaud- 
ible above the roar. Tiie police and ser- 
geants-at-arms struggled vainly to dis- 
possess the mob which was how wetl-nlKh 
in control of the floor. Men fought to re- 
tain their places, and there were many ex-

Meantime- attention was being directed 
to an excited group, massed In front of 
the^New York section with Hill as tho 
vortex of a struggling throng of dele- 
gates. They pressed forward from all 
quarters of the hall, J urging, him' to per- 
mit his name to be placed before the 
convention; The face of the New Yorker 
was a study as the. demands upon him 
came from all sides. He sat In the front 
row of delegates, with .ex-Senator Mur- 
phy on hls^ right and Judge Van Wyck 
on his Immediate left : A second seat 
away was Mr. Croker. Hill protested vo- 
ciferously. Judge Van Wyck said he 
could not refuse. Murphy and Croker 
pleaded with him to obey the will' of the 
convention and accept While the plead- 
ings continued the call of Delaware. was 
heard above the roar, and Delaware 
yielded her place to New York. At this 
the - bulky form of Senator. Grady, the 
silver-tongued orator of New York, 
pushed through the densely-packed aisles 
up to the platform. There wos a hush 
through the hall to hear what word New 
York had to offer. 

"In behalf of the united democracy of 
New York," shouted Grady, "I present 
as a candidate for vice president the 
name of David Bennett Hill." 
A Great Scene. 
The effect was electrical and atldal wave 
of enthusiastic approval swept over the 
convention. Delegates stood on their 
chairs and waved frantically, not in a few 
scattering groups, but in solid phalanxes. 
Flags and standards, were again mingled 
In triumphant procession while a roar as 
from Niagara pulsated through the great 
structure. Grady stood there proudly wait- 
ing for the storm to subside. But as he 
waited the audience observed a strange 
jpantomlme. They saw Hill leave the New 
York delegation and push through the 
throng up to the platform. They could 
hear him appeal to Grady to withdraw, while 
Grady's answer was apparent from the 
shake of his head and his. advance to the 
front of the platform to continue his nom- 
inating speech. When the v demonstration 
had subsided Grady completed N hIs speech 
placing Hill before the convention. 
Hill Protests. 
But as he stepped from the platform the' 
man who had just been placed in nomina- 
tion took his place. The senator looked 
out sternly, even savagely, on the shout- 
ing thousands. When he could be heard he 
made duo acknowledgment of the honor 
done him. "But I cannot, I must not, be 
the nominee of this convention," he de- 
clared, with explosive emphasis. 'He was 
frequently interrupted with enthusiastic 
shouts of approval, but when he left the 
platform the delegates were firmly con- 
vinced from his words and manner that 
he "was sincerely desirous of having his 
name .withheld. . It Is probably this alone 
which prevented a nomination by acclama- 
tion then and there, for the tempestuous 
spirit manifested showed that the con- 
vention was on the point of being-carried 
off Its feet. 

Bryan Opposes Hill. «, 

When Hill's name was sprung Mr. Bry- 
an -was heard from and he made a vig- 
orous protest to some of the leaders. He 
favored Towne. 

Stevenson Stock Rises. 
. It was soon apparent that, with Hill out, 
Stevenson was a strong lavorlte. State 
after state seconded his nomination— Geor- 
gia, Indiana, Virginia, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Illinois. Some -of the devoted friends of 
Hill still maintained their allegiance to 
him, and the delegations of New Jersey, 
Louisiana and some "others seconded his 
nomination. ."■'■■ 

Other Namea Presented, 
A number f of f&vorite sons also were 
placed In nomination, Maryland bringing 
forward Gov. John Walter Smith; Wash- 
ington naming James Hamilton Lewis; 
North Carolina nominating Col." Julian 
Carr, and Ohio -presenting, the name of A 
W. Patrick. It was after two o'clock when 
the seconding speeches, many of them 
wearisome, were concluded and the bal- 
loting began. .As the roll was about to be 
called Mr. Lewis appeared on the platform 
and In a few well-chosen words withdrew 
from the contest 

The Hallo tlnar. 
The "vote was followed -with Intense In- 
terest, -for when Alabama announced three 
for Stevenson and 19 for Hill it looked as 
though a close and exciting contest was 
to. occur. But It was soon evident that 
Stevenson had a strong lead. At the close 
Of the call he had 559^ votes, which, how- 
ever, was not enough to nominate, the 
requisite two-thirds being 624. Hill had re- 
ceived 200 votes and Towne SSy,. But before 
the announcement of the result a strbng-

THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 

Senator Jonei Unanimously Reelect- 
ed Chairman. 

Kansas City, July 7._The national com- 
mittee of the democratic party met at 
the Kansas City club after the adjourn- 
ment of the convention, and immediately 
organized. Senator Jones, who was "not 
a member .of the committee, remained 
outside until the preliminaries were over 
Thomas Taggert, of Indiana, who has 
been mentioned as a possible chairman 
nominated Senator Jones for reelection 
and-be received the unanimous vote. The 
matter of selecting the executive com- 
mittee was left to Chairman Jones, who 
will make the appointments after he has 
had time for< consideration. . it l s un .

Hoppers. 

Professor Lugger has made- his report 
to Governor Lind on the grasshoppers in 
northern Minnesota. 1 - 

The situation Is much better than ten 
days ago, and the outlook for the preven- 
tion of a scourge next year Is good. 

The S00 hopper dosers did good work. . ■ 

Professor Lugger says the hoppers are 
being destroyed by. two parasites, but 
that thfi only-safety for that country lies 
in plowing all the fields where the hop- 
pers have been located. ' 

The report also recommends that non- 
residents be required to plow the land 
they have: been allowing to go. to waste 
after cultivating it for a term. This land 
'Is not only a' great breeding place for 
grasshoppers and other pests, but "it is 
producing noxious weeds, which threaten 
to overrun the. country. One" hundred 
acres of this land will breed grasshop- 
pers enough to overrun 5,000 acres. 

The report states that the southeastern 
part of the state Is being overrun by 
chinch bugs. 

The dry season hns not only ' operated 
favorably for increasing the number of 
chinch bugs, but prevents their success- 
ful Inoculation with the disease virus. 

. . ILoBtMoney. 

Some notable facts are." disclosed in 
the annual report of Insurance Commis- 
sioner O'Shaughnessy. which is being pre- 
pared for _ the printer. . Fire Insurance, 
companies' evidently had a pretty hard 
year of it as out of 36 foreign companies 
that are duly authorized- to-do business 
in Minnesota, not one. . made, money 
through underwriting. In fact all lost 
money, and were it -not for the profitable 
investment and the earnings of stocks 
and securities, the foreign fire. companies 
would have but little to encourage a 
continuance in business in this country it 
the future could be based- on last year's 
business. 

Of .the 125 Joint stock fire companies, or- 
ganized in the -United States that trans- 
act business in Minnesota, . very few 
made any money through underwriting, 
and the great majority are to the bad. 
The existing condition is occasioned by 
exceptional heavy fire losses during 1S39. 
The first six months .of -this year have 
shown but little improvement and this 
year. promises to record losses nearly as. 
large as last year. 

\ Narrow Escape/ 

Duiing a storm, in Minneapolis. the top' 
of the new Anarus building. Fifth street 
and^icollet avenue, was struck and a 
large rock, weighing about 12 pounds, 
was <oosen'ed. It fell to Fifth street and 
struck the top of an A. D. T'hack, driv- 
en by "Jim" Lindsay.

Denmark" has a national debt of about 
i56,00b,GOO; Norway about W2.o60.000. The 
national debt of Denmark was contracted 
to a larje extent by the war of 1864. 
Denmark Is by far the richer, of the two 
countries, and her railway system "is al- 
most complete, -while Norway must pay 
out tens < f millions of kroner before her 
proposed ■ailways are completed. A large 
pfoportloi of the Danish bonds. are held 
by Danes while practically all the Nor- 
wegian-bonds are in the hands of for-' 
L'he national debt of Sweden Is 
In proportion to the popula- 
tion the national debt of Sweden is only 
one-half as large , as that of Norway, and 
a goodly proportion of the Swedish bonds 
arc In tile hands of Swedes. Sweden, 
tbt^. has completed all her great railway 
lines, except the Ofoten line. These fig- 
ures show that the Norwegian tax- 
payer will have at least twice as heavy 
burdens to carry as those of his neigh- 
bors, and a Norwegian newspaper makes 
the following -apt remarks: "We need 
able financiers to -point out the way 
through this wilderness. We must seek 
consolation In history, which- proves that 
an energetic people can surmount difficul- 
ties of this kind, and we must take hold 
of the problem with determination and 
perseverance."

Chairman Charles A. Towne'a gavel fell, 
and the party formed In St Louis four 
years ago, after the bolt of the advocates 
Df free sliver from the.republloan nation- 
al convention was launched jin Its first 
regular national gathering. Twenty-f our 
states were represented at ; the conven- 
tion. After the reading of the call for . 
the convention'' and the .declaration of in- 
dependence, Temporary' Chairman. Towne 
introduced Dr. Howard S. /Taylor, ;Of Chi- 
cago, a poet "of the new political move- 
ment, -who read" the -poem entitled "The 
Liberty. Bell." Mr. Towne- then delivered . 
an address. ' ' "__' 

Senator Teller was introduced, as chair- 
man of the. convention, and made an elo- 
quent address, dealing with the -monetary 
question and bitterly denouncing: the dis- / 
establishment of sliver. The mention of \ 
Mr. Bryan's name by Senator Teller cre- 
ated a perfect ■ storm of applause, but 
the demonstration- was excelled by that 
which occurred when Charles A. Towne'a 
name was mentioned. ■*■■-. 

E. S. Corser,-of Minnesota, presented a 
resolution, providing for a "committee of - 
15, of which Henry M. Teller shall be 
chairman, to present to the democratic 
national convention the name of Charles 
A. Towne. as- a" candidate for vice presi- 
dent. 

The various state delegations announced 
their selections for members of the con- 
vention-committees, and pending their or- 
ganization and reports, the convention ad- 
journed uritlTten o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing. ■•; -. . 

Kansas City, Mo., July 6.— The silver re-, 
publican national convention spent all of 
Thursday. In waiting for the report of the 
committee on resolutions. It was ex- 
pected that the platform would be out of 
the way and- nominations be in order, at 
least before the close of the.af ternoon ses- 
slon,- but so- much. friction' developed In 
the subcommittee to which the drafting of 
a platform had been referred, that it was 
not until late Thursday afternoon that the 
formal enunciation of the party's princi- 
ples was. In readiness to be presented to 
the full committee." Once the, disputed ' 
points had been settled, however; the com- - 
mittee on resolutions. lost no further time, 
but promptly voted its approval of the sub- 
committee's workj The main points of dif- 
ference lay in the attitude of the party on 
expansion, and on thls.pointboth the sub- 
committee and' the full committee were di- 
vided practically on geographical "lines, 
the eastern members favoring condemna- 
tion of Imperialism, while most of the mem- 
bers from the-western'states opposed this 
course. . 

Kansas City, Mo., July 7.— After a long 
and exciting debate, during which It 
looked several times as if Charles A. " 
Toipie. would Be" nominated for vice pres- 
ident In spite of his protest against such 
action, the national convention of the . 
silver republican .party. adjourned sine' die 
without making a nomination, the whole 
matter being" referred " to the national 
committee with power to act, , W. J. Bry- ;.=" 
an*. was made the "unanimous, choice of 
the convention for -president during the 
morning session, and it was; the Intention 
to -complete the- ticket In the afternoon 
by the nomination, of former' Congress- 
man. Towne. The action of the: democrat- 
ic convention, however, "in placing Adlai 
E. .Stevenson In nomination took the dele- 
gates off their feet, but most of them as- 
serted their ^determination 'to nominate 
Mr.- Towne ' notwithstanding. For two 
hours Senator Teller, former Congress-

Stevenson in nomination for vice presi- 
dent and to cooperate In every way with 
the democratic party for the -success of 
the ticket.

Platform of "Silver Republicans. 
Kansas City, Mo., July 7.— Following Is a 
synopsis of the platform adopted by the 
national silver republican convention: 
The opening -sentences recognize the prin- 
ciples set forth in the" declaration of Amer- 
ican independence as fundamental and 
everlastingly true. in their application to. 
governments among men. Washington's 
farewell address, Jefferson's wise states- 
manship and Lincoln's patriotism and 
broad philanthropy are enunciated and em- 
phasized. The principle of bimetallism Is 
declared 'to be the right basis of monetary 
system. The. currency law is criticised be- 
cause destroying the full money power -of 
the silver dollar and fixing the gold stand* 
ard on the country. The party'pledges It- 
self to seeklts repeal. The platform favors 
an income tax, -election of .senators by di- 
rect vote of people, and the maintenance 
and extension of the merit system. 

Combinations,- trusts and monopolies are 
denounced as unjust, unlawful and oppres- ' 
slve and laws are demanded for their de- 
struction. '• The Monroe, doctrine is reit- 
erated and adherence demanded -thereto. 
Ownership of lands by aliens Is denounced. 
Principles of direct legislation are favored. 
Liberal pensions recommended for deserv 
ing soldiers," their widows and orphans, 
but the present administration of the pen- 
sion laws' Is condemned. 

Sympathy is extended to the South Afri- 
can republics. Porto RIcan tariff bill is 
denounced and Imperialism entirely . op- 
posed to our republican form of govern-* 
ment. Demand 'for repeal of war revenue 
law. Admission tp the union of Arizona, 
New Mexico and Oklahoma as states is 
favored. Demand- made -that .promises 
made to Cuba be fulfilled in eyery particu- 
lar. ' Government aid Is urged In reclaiming 
the arid lands of the country. Asentlmen*. 
Is expressed in* favor of the public owner- 
ship and operation of public utilities. 
Peace is declared to be the "virtue of civ- 
ilization and war is its crime. The expan- 
sion of our commerce in. the interests of 
American labor )s favored and the importa- 
tion of Asiatic laborers in "competition 
with American labor Is denounced. The 
platform In closing says: 

f'The silver republican party of the 
United States In the foregoing principle's 
leeks to perpetuate the spirit and to ad- 
here to .the teachings of Abraham Lin- 
colnl'* ' • .

Fa tin n* Idler Is Lost In a StSrm on 

Lake Brie— Six of Tboie on 

Doard Perlih. 

Cleveland, 0., July 0.— The famous 
Ecnooner-yncht Idler is drifting half 
submerged on Lake Krie 16 miles oft 
this port, and in her cabin are the 
bodies of six persons, members of the 
family of James Corrigan, owner of 
the bont and a wealthy vessel 1 man of 
this city. The dead are: 

Mrs. James Corrlgan, wife of the owner 
of the boat. 

Miss Jane Corrlgan, aged 20, daughter 
or James Corrlgan. 

Ida May Corrlgarn aged 15, daughter 
of James Corrlcan. 

Etta Corrlgan, aged 13, daughter of 
John Corrlgan. 

Mrs. Charles Rellly, aged 23, daughter 
Of James Corrlgan. 
Baby Rellly, daughter of above. 
Mr.s. John Corrigan was the only 
passenger aboard who was saved. C. 
H. Holmes, the captain; tiamucl Big- 
gam, the mate, four sailors, two cooks 
1 and the ship carpenter were nlso 
Raved. The yacht left Port Huron 
Friday with the family of Mr. Corri- 
gan aboard and started to Cleveland. 
Mr. Corrlgan was ill and left by train. 
The yacht was in tow until she 
reached Bar Point, when the captain 
left her tow and turned the yacht for 
Cleveland. At two o'clock the storm 
came up, and inside of five minutes 
the yacht sank. All the women ex- 
cepting MrsyTohn Corrigan and Miss 
El to Corrigan were in the cabin when 
the gale came up. They became panic- 
stricken and refused to leave the 
place. The mate implored them to 
come to the deck, but they refused. 
Mrs. John Corrigan clung to a cork 
aofn when the go.e came and was 
saved. 

Samuel Biggam, mate of^te ill-fated 
yacht, who is one of the SNrvivors, 
said: A \ 

"It was about 2:13 o'clock that the 
aquall hit us. The yacht laid down on 
her beams ends, and the water rushed 
through the dead lights and companion- 
way* and Jn three minutes she sank. 
.Mr.-«. James Corrlean, Miss Ida Corrlgan. 
(Minn Jane CorrlBan. Mrs. Charles Rellly 
*and ihe Infant daughter of Mrs. Rellly 
were all In the saloon below when the 
Btorm came on us. Capt. Holmes gave 
me orders to tako in sail, and I trans- 
mitted the order to the men. They obeyed 
quickly. 

The captain, myself and the crew 
• l-*de efforts to save the women, but 
without success. We told them the yacht 
was sinking, but they could not or would 
not come on deck. I waded into the 
taloon where the water was up to my 
neck, but Mrs. James Corrlgan would 
not come out. She may have been ren- 
dered Incapable of action by fear and 
knowledge of impending doom. An ef- 
fort was made to take the infant daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Rellly out, but Mrs. Rellly 
would not lot the child go." 

The mate said It was realized that 
nothing could be done to save those Ih 
"the cabin and that attention was turned 
to saving those on deck. The latter, out- 
side of her captain, mate and crew, were 
Mrd. James Corrlgan and her daughter, 
Ml;s Etta Corrlgan. 

"The captain, myself and some of the 
crew tried to get Mrs. Corrigan and her 
daughter up on the cross trees In the 
rigging, but the heavy seas washed us 
all overboard. 

** Tor God's sake, Mrs. Corrigan, you 
and your daughter keep a tight hold on 
the rigging!' we called to them. Even 
as we yelled the sea swept them and us 
~" erboard. Fortunately, Mrs. Corrlgan 
had succeeded In taking hold of a cork 
lounge. She clung to it and was saved." 
The Idler was launched In I860 at New 
Haven. Conn., being built originally for 
S. J. Colgate, who intended to use the 
yacht for racing as well as cruising pur- 
poses, and for several years spent the 
yachting season In southern waters. It 
was 106 feet over all, being 96 feet on 
the water line and 22 feet beam. Its 
tonnage was 191.26. June 14, 1870, the Idler 
became the most famous yacht In Amer- 
ican waters and was known all over the 
yachting world for winning and defend- 
ing the American cup. Eleven schooners 
took part In the race and the Idler ran 
away from the flee^ and won easily. Aft- 
er that the Idler rested on Its laurels 
and for a few seasons was used mainly 
for cruising purposes on the coast. In 
1K76 Colgate a^aln raced the yacht in 
several regattas, the most famous of 
which was the races for the Brenton reef 
cup, which the yacht won. and. the fol- 
lowing year In September the Idler wop 
the Cape May race cup. defeating a large 
number of yachts. In 18S2 A. J. Fisher, 
of the Chicago Yacht club, purchased 
the schooner and brought It to Chicago, 
where It became the best known of all 
yachts on the lake, and for a time was 
the only large private, yacht In use.

London, July 9,— American athletes 
on Saturday won eight out of the 13 
of the amateur events for the cham- 
pionship of Ureal Britain.

A Great Engineering Feat. 

The. Cascade tunnel' on the Great 
Northern Railway line now ap- 
proaches completion, it being con- 
fidently expected that trains will be 
running through it by November 1 
of the present year. This remark- 
able engineering feat will do away, 
with more than twelve miles of 
switchback and save nearly ah hour 
and a half of time between St.. Paul 
and the Pacific Coast— time that. is 
now spent in climbing the Cascade 
Mountains. 

In a recent interview, the • superin- 
tendent of. construction, Mr. A. L. 
Andrews, said that the work was be- 
gun in January, 1897, and that all 
previous records in tunneling have 
been broken. At the present time 
two camps are being worked, one at 
each end. Wellington is the western 
camp, Cascade the eastern. The en- 
tire length of the tunnel will be 13,- 
253 feet. They are no w in 4,700 
feet on the Wellington, and 4,300 
feet on the Cascade end. This leaves 
5,253 feet yet to be done. "We are 
working 750 men in all," he' says, 
"and are driving about ten feet per 
day at each end. Three shifts of 
eight hours each work from either 
end, employing fourteen drills each, 
and we are boring the hole by the 
bench, subbenchand headingprocess! 
The hole will be uniform in size all 
the way through, twenty-four feet 
high and twenty feet wide. We are 
following. up the drills with the con- 
crete work; so that shortly after the 
hole is through, this portion of the 
work will be finished. There are sev- 
enty men on each shift to do the tun 
neling, about 150 employed at con 
cretc work, and about fifty engineers 
and helpers. 

The highest point from the roof of 
the tnnnelto the pinacleofthe moun 
tain is 2,300 feet. In November last 
527 feet was cut— which beats the 
best world's tunnel driving record, 
made at Stampede on the Northern 
Pacific, by two feet. The best week's 
work was seventy-six feet, which al- 
so is a record breaker. - 

The total cost of the construction 
work of this huge enterprise will be 
in the neighborhood of $3,000,000. 
As yet no one knows; except possi- 
bly Mr. Hill, how trains will be op- 
erated through the tunnel, but it is 
quite probable that eventually they 
will be run by electricity.— North- 
west Magazine. .

powers. Although the exact.textof the 
appeal made by the emperor of China 
\o France has not been made known 
here, it is believed that the .address 
to the president is simil&i* in terms 
to that communication. In our case 
the communication was made through 
Minister Wu to the state department.. 
Thus far a final answer hasnot been 
returned. The French govefnmeht an- 
swered at once, but that answer will; 
not serve us. Tin United Spates gov- 
ernment is conscienUously proceeding 
upon an entirely different line of pol- 
icy in the treatment of the case. Un- 
fortunately the state department finds 
itself alone in thisi butnevertheless.it 
is convinced that its plan is the best, 
and it has behind it the. consoling as- 
surance that at present all of the Eu- 
ropean governments have tacitly ad- 
mitted that an error "was made in the 
beginning in not following the com- 
mon-sense advice of the United States 
naval commander at Taku. 

The point of difference between the 
state department and the European 
governments is that the latter are pro- 
ceeding upon'^the belief that alliof the 
foreign ministers and missionaries and 
guards at Peking have been killed and 
insist upon dealing with the Chinese 
government upon that basis, thereby 
assuming a hostile;attitude that tends 
to destroy the last chance of availing 
of whatever friendly sentiment may 
yet exist among the powerful Chinese 
viceroys and the imperial government 
itself. Thus the French reply sets an. 
impossible task for the imperial gov- 
ernment in its present straits, and 
tends to drive it at once to make terms 
with the Boxers and Prince . Tuan's 
party. 

On the other hand, our government, 
while not guaranteeing the truth of 
the advices from the Chinese govern- 
ment as to the safety of the foreign 
ministers, is willing to accept the state- 
ments temporarily, in the meantime re- 
mitting none of its'efforts to get ac- 
cess .to Minister Conger, through the 
use of military force if need be. By 
following out this policy, the state de- 
partment argues that it retains two 
chances instead of one; It may reach 
Mr. Conger with troops and it also n*ay 
Secure his deliverance through the 
friendly offices of some of the Chinese 
officials, -which the powers are not like- 
ly to obtain for their own people by 
following out their present policy. It 
may be stated also' that the. United 
States government, has not and does 
not Intend to relinquish any part of 
its claim for compensation and repara- 
tion in the ultimate settlement. Its 
position in that respect, it holds", will 
not be affected unfavorably by prose- 
cuting its efforts to make use of the 
friendly sentiments of the Chinese offi- 
cials. 

The administration is determined to 
keep "aloof from any movement that 
would unnecessarily entangle the gov-, 
ernment of the United States in Chi- 
nese affairs. It of course must join 
heartily with-the other powers in the 
effort to get to Peking, but it does not 
follow from that Icooperatibn that it 
-will be led into taking part in any 
bickerings or dissensions that ensue 
over the future : of China after otir peor 
pie have been taken care of. It is the 
intention of the' administration to 
withdraw our forces, military, and 
naval, after the Americans in Peking 
have been relieved! and wash its hands 
-of Chinese" affairs,; looking only to the 
preservation of such privileges as it 
has a right to retain for Americans.

Fall of Tientsin Thoroughly Dis- 
heartens the Chinese. 
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Said to Be Dttlroni of Opening Jiego- 
< Italians — Pommnnlcatlon ivlth 

reklns Ktttported to Be Prac- 
tically Rcitored, 

' \ ■ * London, July 23.— Sir Hallidav Ma- 
cartney, secretary of the Chinese lega- 
tion here, admitted on Sunday that 
communication had been practically 
reopened with Peking, and that mes- 
sages from Sir Claude MacDonald, the 
British minister, and the other foreign 
envoys might be expected almost im- 
mediately. He said he hoped the 
trouble would soon be over, since the 
Chinese government was doing its ut- 
most to overcome the difficulties and 
to control the lawless clement. In his 
opinion, the Americans had taken the 
most common-sense view of the situ- 
ation, and he insisted that China ought 
not to be misjudged. Against the sus- 
picion that Li Hung Chang had any but 
n sincere pacific object in view, he pro- 
tested warmly, declaring thatall stories 
about the perfidy and treachery of 
Earl Li were "absolutely baseless." 
Still Incredulous. 

Thus, according to the secretary of 
the Chinese legation, a few days more 
Fhould' bring a solution of the great 
mystery. Nevertheless no one in Eng- 
land believes that the alleged dis- 
patches and edicts are anything but 
subterfuges to hide the real situation 
as long as possible, and to avert retri- 
bution by sowing discord among the 
powers. 

Sreklnir Termi of Peace. 

According to the Chcroo correspond 1 - 
ent of the Daily Mail, the fall of Tien- 
tsin has so disheartened the Chinese 
that they are- seeking terms of peace. 
He says that several attempts have 
been made to send- messages to Pe- 
king, but so. far without any known 
results, and adds that rumors are 
again current that the Russians are 
reaching Feking from the north. It is 
impossible to confirm or deny these 
statements, but either one might ex- 
plain China's efforts to gain time. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Daily Mail declares- that the Chinese 
officials are thoroughly frightened by 
the fall of Tientsin and desire to open 
negotiations. 

Hli Real Minion. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Doily Express pretends to have author- 
ity for the assertion that Great Brit- 
ain will repudiate any credentials Li 
Hung Chang may bring from the em- 
preps dowager, and he adds: "Russia, 
however, is willing to make terms with 
Li Hung Chang, whose real mission. is 
to sow dissension among the powers. 
The British, German and American rep- 
resentatives were resolute against re- 
ceiving him." 

Many Ramon. 

There is the usual crop of Shanghai 
rumors at hand this morning. One is 
that Prince Tuan has been abducted 
and that the empress dowager is again 
supreme. Another is that the notori- 
ous Kang Yi, president of the board of 
war, has been appointed viceroy .of 
Canton. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the 
Daily News soya the allies have issued 
a proclamation announcing that they* 
are not fighting China, but only the 
rebels who have been guilty of attacks 
upon the foreigners. 

Lt Reaches Shanghai, 

Shanghai, July 23.— Li Hung Chang, 
who arrived here Saturday on the 
steamer Anping from Hong-Kong, was 
coldly received. The native officials 
fent nn escort of 300 armed troops, but, 
ns the French consul objected to their 
passage through the French settle- 
ment, they were withdrawn, and Enrl 
Li landed under an escort of 12 French 
police. Once out of French jurisdiction 
he was hnnded over to the Cosmopoli- 
■ tan- Settlements police, who escorted 
him to hi:f place of residence. . The An- 
ping, having munitions of war on 
board, violated the harbor regulations 
by entering and was compelled to leave 
the limitr. The consuls have decided 
not to call upon Li Hung Chang offi- 
cially. 

Safe Jnlr 20. 

London, July 23.— An imperial edict 
received at European capitals states 
foreigners were in Peking July 18 un- 
der the protection of the imperial 
court. Chinese officers says they were

Paris, July 23.— The Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Temps- says: It is as- 
serted in Berlin that the emperor of 
China haB Eent a telegram to Emperor 
William deploring the assassination of 
Baron Von Ketteler by the rebels and 
declaring that the murderers are being 
actively sought and will be punished. 
He also expresses a hope that the rela- 
tions of China with Germany would not 
suffer from this state of things.

Cnnnrtl Liner Campania Sinks a Brit- 
ish Bark— Eleven of the Lat- 
ter** Crew Are Lost. 

Liverpool, July' 23. — During a dense 
fog off Holyhead Saturday morning 
the Cunard liner Campania- ran down 
the uark Embleton. of Liverpool. Sev- 
en of the crew of the Embleton were 
saved by the Campania'a boats, but 11, 
including the captain, were drowned. 
Although the liner was going ' dead 
slow, on account of the fog'^ she went 
clean through the bark. The Campania 
reeled for a moment. Before the pas- 
sengers had rushed to the. .decks to 
learn what had happened the big 
steamship had gone ahead again, al- 
though the engineer's bell had sounded 
u warning to sU«p. 

Meantime the ftig black shadow 
se?med ^o separate auddenly into two 
parts. One passed alcug the port side 
of the Campania and disappeared; the 
other passed to starboard, and as. it 
passed a; chorus of cries of agony 
reached the Campania. The great en- 
gines were stopped and reversed. The 
shadowsjhad disappeared and probably 
were almost a mile back, but soon that 
distance jwas recovered, two lifeboats 
of the Campania, filled with brave men, 
were lowered into the fog and the ap- 
parently] hopeless search began. 

The passengers waited- with impa- 
tience for a sign from the. lifeboats. 
It seemed as though hours had passed 
before they heard a shout and- soon 
saw onejof the boats at the side. 
There were more passengers in the 
boat than when it had dropped from 
the davits. As the occupants were 
raised to the deck it was -seen that 
seven of jthem were strangers. These 
men were members of the crew of the 
bark Embleton. There were 11 more 
of the crew to be accounted for, in- 
cluding ;the captain, but all search 
was unavailing. 

The last of the lifeboats returned- to 
the Campania, the fog had begun to 
lift, and< soon the water could ire 
scanned ifor miles, but there was no 
sign of bark or even debris. The Cam- 
pania's engines were started agaiii» 
and Liverpool was reached with but u 
few hours* delay.

Result of the Fighting During- Lad I

Manila, July 23.— It is officiary 
stated that last week 200 insurgents., 
were killed and 130 surrendered or we're 
captured; One hundred rifles weie 
taken. Twelve Americans were killed 
and 11 wounded. This includes the 
casualties of Cok William E. Birk- 
himer's engagement with a force of the 
Twenty-eighth volunteer infantry, wha 
attacked 200 insurgent rifles intrenched 
two miles east of Taai, killing 38. A 
detachment of the signal corps, while 
repairing wires' was twice ambushed. 
Capt. Charles D. Roberts, of the Thir- 
ty-fifth infantry, who was captured by 
the Filipinos last May, has arrived here 
on parole. He will not return to cap- 
tivity. Senor Buencamino last Thurs- 
day sent to Agninaldo by means of 
Aguinaldo's mother the amnesty reso- 
lutions adopted by the meeting of rep- 
resentative Filipinos here on June 21, 
together | with Gen. MacArthur's an- 
swer to them and other documents 
bearing upon the restoration of peace. 
It is undestood that Aguinaldo will 
summon his advisers, and that a' reply 
maybe expected within a month. Fil- 
ipinos here will give a banquet next 
Saturday in celebration of President 
McKinley's order of amnesty.

Aberdeen, S. D., July 23.— A terrible 
encounter occurred between two Bus* 
sian farmers, whose names have not 
yet been learned, in Emmons county, 
which rerulted in the death of both. 
There was no witness to the. battle, 
but itJs supposed they quarreled over 
a trad of hay land and attacked each 
other wiih pitchforks. Their bodies 
.were found in the field where the fight 
took place. There were evidences Of a 
terrible struggle between the two 
men, their bodies being pierced by the" 
fork tines and covered wVii blood from 
their many wounds.

THE TIENTSIN' BATTLE. I - 

A Detailed. Account of the Recent Afe 

tack on the City by the 

Allied Forces. 

New York, July 23..— The Evening World 
publishes the following from Its' Tientsin 
correspondent under date of Chefoo, July 
19, via Shanghai, July 21: The attack on 
the native city of Tientsin on July 13 
resulted In the narrowest escape from 
what seemed -up to midnight would he a 
terrible disaster for the allies. The Rus-, 
slans swinging north and the: other allies 
south, at daybreak the' Russians were 
to take the forts near : the native city 
wall and the other allies the city Itself. 
Gen. Fukushina, this Japanese . com- 
mander, promised - that the Japanese en- 
gineers after three hours' shell fire from 
all guns would cross the bridee over the 
moat before the wall and, blowing ui> 
the ffreat south sate, make a breach for 
the infantry to enter. i 

Upon this depended everything. Gen. 
Fukushina had not scouted the bridge, 
and in 24 hours had not scouted the 
ground" over which the charge on the 
bridge had to, be made. 

The Chinese destroyed- the bridge and 
flooded the land around It The allies' 
shell fire In nowlBa subdued the Chinese 
rifle fire from the loop-holed wall, which 
was 30 feet high with" a moat 20 feet jln 
depth around It. . 

An outer wall of mud made It Impos- 
sible -for the Infantry and- marines com- 
ing on the field to reply to the Chi- 
nese. 

They lost 50 men in ten minutes, then 
rushed Back from the mud wall, which 
they had reached. 

Gen. Dorward, the British command- 
er, hastened forward with a fragmentary 
Instead of an integral skirmish line, j 

The .American marines and the Welsh 
fuslleers, together under command of 
Waller, were on -the extreme left. Then 
the British marines and the French ad- 
vanced with the Japanese along. the road 
toward the gate in the mud wall. 

Dorward*s plan for the Americans ,to 
support .the Japanese was not made 
clear to Col. Liscum, of the Ninth United 
States infantry. 

. Dorward lays the blame for the blun- 
der and sacrifice -of life on Ltscum, but 
Dorward's' chief * of staff was heard ,to 
say when Liscum moved:- 

"Get In down the road anywhere, 
quickly." '"'- 

Col. Liscum hurriedly led his men 
through the gate In as open order as pos- 
sible. - They, were immediately under 
fire. ■ . ~ 

The staff saw them pass over the 
bridge leading to a field, which proved to 
be a cul de sac. 

Before the two battalions of Amer- 
icans, numbering 426 men, could extend 
themselves, they were subjected, besides 
the fire .from. the loopholes .in the fort, 
to a fierce fire from the embrasures In 
a line of fortified mud houses on their 
flank. 

Three thousand rifles probably were 
turned on them with an accuracy which 
has amazed every officer among the al- 
lies. 

The blue shirts of. the American troops 
made them distinct marks where the kha- 
ki uniforms' of the other allies could not 
be seen. Col.'Liacum, guiding his men,. 
walked up and. down the line, not. even 
ducking, his head while the bullets fell 
around. 

The Americans charged into the flank 
fire with rushes. The ground over which 
they charged was marshy and lined with 
ditches. . .;■ , t - ■■ 

It was evidently Col. Llscum's Intention 
to rush the houses from which the flahk. 
fire was coming, and thus get a position 
for flanking the wall. 

At 12:30 the line had Just reached the 
shore of the canal and 30 yards sepa- 
rated them from the houses, when the 
color bearer fell. . 

Col. Liscum picked up the colors and; 
stood looking around apparently " for I a 
ford. .-■-.. j 

"Better get down or they'll hit you," 
shouted Maj. Regan. 
"I e^iess not," was Llscum's reply. 
The next instant a sharpshooter's bul- 
let went through the colonel's abdomen. 
-"I've'got it," he said as he fell. 
"Get at them if you can," the dying 
officer said, and added as -his last words: 
"Don't retreat, boys; keep firing." 
- Regan was hit Immediately afterward. 
All day long the allies' line lay under 
any cover they could find, running out of 
ammunition. 

.' The July Bun was beating down on them," 
and they had nothing to drink but the 
salty marsh water. 

Meanwhile, the- wounded came strag- 
gling and crawling through the gate In 
the mud wall. 

. There was no order. They were sent 
anywhere without men to carry the 
Utters. The doctors were": hit by the 
sharpshooters "while trying to attend the 
wounded of the Ninth. j 

They could not attempt to carry off 
the "wounded from the bloody -field. | 

Maj. Regan. Capt. Bookmlller andCapt. 
Noyes were all hit twice. 

Npyes, who .was adjutant, was hit in 
the arm before going into the field, and 
then. hit. In the leg. He crawled back 
through the ditch, with the water to 
his neck, to report the situation to Col. 
Dorward. 

. At one o'clock Gen. Fukushina reported 
In writing to Dorward that the Japanese 
were in the city. I could- see the "loop- 
holes blazing with bullets and lyddite 
shells. No infantry could charge In the 
face of this .fire from two o'clock until 
five. 

Though acting -conjointly, .neither Dor- 
ward nor. Fukushina knew each other's 
whereabouts. 

Under' cover of the .darkness 'the men 
of the Ninth crept back from their dan- 
gerous position, bearing; their wounded. 
They executed this movement with a loss 
of one man killed.. The casualties were 
91 men and five officers out of 426. 

The marines ; lost 30, including Capt. 
Dayls, who was shot through the heart, 
while talking to Col. Meede, on the night 
of July is; 

It was decided to withdraw, when, 
news came that the Chinese were evacu- 
ating. The Russians were not so suc- 
cessful as "hoped during' the day, and the 
total loss of the allies was 700. 

.The Japanese losses were- severe. The 
Japanese ; were most gallant in the fight. 
But for the Americans stopping the flank 
fire,, the Japanese loss would have been 
much heavier. 

There 1b a terrible.- row over the burn- 
ing of the town.

The. tired soldiers' remained on " the 
walls. The natives went looting through 
the Chinese ; town. The bank and the 
arsenal were heavy sufferers.

It is entirely immaterial whether the 
power to. govern without the consent 
of the governed is asserted by a person 
called an emperor or by a person called 
a president or by a parliament or by a 
congress. . 

The material thing is the assump; 
tion of supremacy — of sovereignty— 
by some person or number of persons 
over other persons whose consent is 
not given and who are not consulted. 

It is the utter negation of the Amer- 
ican doctrine that sovereignty resides 
in the people and not in others assum 
ing by divine right or the right of mere 
might an authority above that of the 
people. 

This is the imperialism which has 
been set up in Washington over dis- 
tant peoples. It is an imperialism 
which the American people cannot per- 
mit to be exercised in their name over 
other peoples of the earth without 
incurring great risk that it will soon 
be exercised over themselves. 

To quote once more from the plat- 
,form: ■ 

"We assert that no nation can long en- 
dure hall republic and halt empire, and 
we warn the American people that im- 
perialism abroad will lead quickly and 
} Inevitably to despotism at home." 

Substantially the same thing was 
said by Abraham Lincoln, hut it is not 
the mere dictum of any man or-body 
of men. It is aneternal truth rooted 
clear down at the bottom of human 
nature. 

He who accepts the. principle of des- 
potism is a fit subject of despotism.

THE LOBSTER AS A FENCER. 

Surprising Agility of the Larger Ones 
in Evading the .Gaff of 
the Hunger. " 



That fencing" is a pastime among 
lobsters I have no doubt, from some 
little experiences I have . had .with 
them, says a writer in Contemporary 
Review. Once I found a lobster near 
low wafer in a pool some nine feet 
long by six wide, having a rough bot- 
tom and. eight or ten inches of watei 
on it with'a cavern, at each end. Al-

Here the same game went on 
and with like Results; for in a moment 
he was again between my legs and 
back into his old haunt. " Finally be- 
coming tired of gaffing and missing 
(for its fencing was perfect arid could 
not have" been achieved without long 
practice) I declined to be beaten by 
a mere crustacean and proceeded to 
bail out.the pool. It was only by this . 
effort that I eventually conquered it 
And here I must confess that through- 
the battle so deft, crafty and subtlf 
were -its actions that it w\s- like fight-

Quite Effcqtlve. 

Extending- in an almost unbroken 
succession from Omaha to Denver and 
from South Dakota through Nebraska, 
Kansas and Oklahoma, with Kansas 
plainly the center ol the movement, 
homemade windmills of various de- 
signs are in daily use. Whether of pat- 
terns variously known as jumbos, mer- 
ry-go-round, battle-ax, Holland or tur- 
bine mills, they are all successful. And 
it is a strange fact that wherever tha 
homemade mills aro found, shop- 
made, solid and substantial mills are 
also numerous and satisfactory.' 

The jumbo or go-devil mill is much 
like an old-fashioned overshot water 
wheel, being an overshot windmill. Sim-

pie in design, almost any material may 
be used in its construction, such as old 
lumber, lath, shingles, split rails, old 
packing boxes, barrels staves, coffee 
sacks and even tin from tin roofs. 
Jumbo mills can be used to pump wa- 
ter for the house, for stock or for Irri- 
gation of small patches of orchard or 
garden. Jumbos have been made large 
enough to irrigate ten acres-of orchard. 
If the best use is made of the jumbo 
the results are not to be despised. They 
in list be set to catch the prevailing 
winds, which in western Kansas are 
north and south. 

Where there are but four fans, ft 
often happens the wings are in- such a 
position, as they revolve, that but a 
single fan is struck by the wind at a 
time, whereas in the case of six or eight 
fans, two, three or four may catch the 
wind at a time, thus giving the mill 
just that much additional strength. 

The cut shows the six-fan jumbo mill 
on the farm of W.W.Goodrich, of Beth- 
any. Xeb., used for watering a six-acre 
egg plant patch. The fans are each 9 
feet long, with arms 5^, feet. The 
jumbo box is QxllxC feet high, with 
doors below for escape of dead air. 
With a Damascus steel axis, such a mill 
cost about eight dollars; with a gas 
pipe axis, one can be built for three 
dollars. — Farm and Ilome.

The agitation for good roads has 
reached Kansas. While it is true that 
much attention has been given the sub- 
ject, and under the present road laws 
wherever there is a good road overseer 
who enforces the law we have fair 
roads, there is a lack pf systematic 
drainage and thorough work. At a re 
cent convention in this county the 
trustees, clerks and treasurers of town- 
ships, county commissioners and a com- 
mittee from the League of American 
Wheelmen met and discussed the sub- 
ject of good roads at length. The sug- 
gestion was made of a state conven- 
tion to secure uniform action all over 
the state. At such a convention it was 
stated that the manufacturers of im- 
proved roadmaking machinery would 
be present to show what could be done. 

We believe Kansas is ready to take 
this subject up. A state convention 
would result in bringing together an 
enthusiastic body of men who would 
cooperate in securing legislation and 
adopting the mosWntelllgent methods 
for better roads. The value of this 
movement cannot be overestimated to 
' the farmers of Kansas. — Topeka Cap- 
ital.

general 'land office has issujed a circular 
to the local land offices cal ing attention 
to the act of June 5, 19(0, to permit 
S3Cond homestead eptriesj in 
cases. Section 2 Of this 
that a person who has made homestead 
entry previous to the passage of the act 
and who has commuted thf same shall 
be entitled to the benefit 'if the home- 
stead law as if the first eitry had not 
been made but that no intries under 
this section can bo commu'ted. Section 
3 provides that persons wh > have made 
homestead entry previous to this act 
and have for any reason lost or forfeited 
the same are entitled to th<l benefits of 
the homestead law as if the first entry 
had not been made. 

It will .be' observed that there is 
nothing to prevent commutation of the 
second entry by persons' who have lost 
or forfeited their previous claims but 
that persons who have oncfe commuted 
are expressly forbidden to commute the 
second -entry. It will bej further ob- 
served that the benefits of! this act do 
not apply to those who have perfected 
their titles to government land by home- 
stead entry ana. without commuting. 
This will prevent settlers on the reser- 
vation from gaining any benefit from 
this act unless the department change's 
its ruling on the "Free Homestead" bill 
and allows commutation on the ceeded 
lands.

Monzn, Italy, July 33.— King- Hum- 
bert has been assassinated. (He was 
shot here Sunday evening by a man 
named Angelo Uressi, and died iu a few 
minutes 

The king had been attending a dis- 
tribution of prizes in connection with 
a gymnastic competition. He had just 
entered his carriage with his aid de 
camp, amid the cheers of the Crowd, 
when he was' struck by three revolver 
shots fired in quick succession. One 
pierced the heart of his majesty, who 
fell back and expired in a few minutes. 

The assassin was immediately ar- 
rested, and with some difficulty saved 
from the fury of the populace. He gave 
his nnme as Angelo Bressi, describing 
himself as of Prato, in Tuscany. 

King Humbert was shot at 10:45 
o'clock Sunday evening and died at 
11:30. The murderer cynically avowed 
the crime.

The king was dead before they ar- 
rived. The assassin's deed is exe- 
crated by the masses in Italy. The 
murderer is little known and his mo- 
tive is a mystery. He is supposed to 
be Insane. The queen is prostrated 
by the news. 

Ht'SinBAT'S REIGN. 

A Brief Sketch of the Life "of the 
Mnrilered Ruler. 

King Humbert's full name was Uemberto 
Renter Charles Emmanuel Jean Marie Fer- 
dinand Eugene. He was born at Turin on 
March 14, 1S44. He was the son of Victor 
Kmmnnuel II., who died on January 9. 
1S7S, and of Queen Adelaide, who was be- 
fore her mnrrlage Archduchess of Austria. 
He succeeded to the throne upon the death 
of his father. He was married to Princess 
Helene of Montenegro in Rome on -April 
22, IMS. 

Was Attacked in 1878. 
Once before his majesty was attacked by 
<tn assassin. On November 17, 1S78, short- 
' ly after he had been crowned, an attempt 
was made on his life while he was entering 
the city of Naples. Giovanni Passarate, a 
cook, waving a flag, approached the royal 
carriage and stabbed the king In the arm 
with a short dagger. HIb majesty drew his 
sword and wounded the man. Members of 
the royal suite came to his assistance, but 
not until one of them was severely wound- 
ed was the would-be murderer secured. 
Knit IIli People Together. 
King Humbert's reign has been marked 
more for his ability to keep his people knit 
together than for any extraordinary activ- 
ity he has shown in the affairs of the na- 
tions of Europe. Most of the historians of 
modern affairs contend that Italy's stabil- 
ity since 1S61, when Victor Emanuel was 
Oral saluted king, has been due to the 
sagacity of her ministers rather than to 
the greatness of either Humbert or his 
father. But it Is memorable that even 
.when Humbert ascended the throne the 
army nnd navy, of his country were as 
nothing, his people were Impoverised, roads 
were unbuilt and the nation had a poor 
standing among the people of the earth. 
Triple Alliance His Greatest Work, 
The triple alliance, with IU accompani- 
ments of ready armies and equipped navy, 
has flourished under his rule, and his peo- 
ple have remained loyal to him. In spite 
of the scandAld which shook. In turn, every 
minister from place and power. 

The most notable achievements of King 
Humbert's reign have been the consumma- 
tion of the triple alliance between Ger- 
many, Austro-Hungary and Italy, and the 
securing of Turkish adhesion to the com- 
pact as a precautionary measure againBt 
the possible encroachments of Russia and 
other powers. Beyond this he seems to 
have been content to care mostly for the 
internal and material advancement of his 
people, as though they were at most and 
at least his neighbors, companions and 
friends. Of late years he has followed 
more closely In the humane and generous 
practices of his amiable wife— visiting hos- 
pitals, mingling with the poor and giving 
his personal care to charities that are not 
included In the written duties of the state 
departments. 

Raised In a court where the chief busi- 
ness was military. King Humbert did not 
receive as broad and thorough an educa- 
tion as that obtained by most latter-day 
monarch*. He was born and bred a soldier, 
but he lacked many Intellectual attain- 
ments, and in his younger days fell Into 
■ome frivolity which displeased but did 
Dot estrange his gentle queen. All his crit- 
ics agree that he never trusted a minister 
or a party that he had not first won to lovo 
him. 



Imperial Edict Commands Viceroys 

to Negotiate Terms — Sllnisters 

Are Held an Ifoatuffce, 

London, July 30. — The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily Express, tel- 
egraphing Sunday, says: 

A new imperial edict promulgated this 
evening) urgently orders all viceroys and 
provincial governors to endeavor to nego- 
tiate peace with the powers, whose minis- 
ters are held as hostages pending the re- 
sult of (the overtures for the abandonment 
of hostilities against China. The viceroys 
are also commanded to guard their 
territories vigorously against attack 
and t > prevent, by all means In 
their power, the advance of the 
foreign troops, especially along the 
Yangts '-Kiang. The decree says tha^ the. 
ofllcialsj w "* answer with their lives for any 
failure to execute these orders. Commands 
are also given that not a single foreigner 
shall be allowed to escape from the inte- 
rior, where there are still fully 2,000 Eu- 
ropeans connected with missionary work, 
In-. Isolated situations. 

"Wh«}n the governor of Shan Tung com- 
municated to the consuls the imperial de- 
cree off July 24, he omitted Important pass- 
ages addressed to LI Hung Chang: 

" '-It s admittedly inadvisable to kill all 
the ministers, but It Is equally unwise to 
send them to Tientsin. It will be .much 
wiser io keep the survivors at Peking as 
hostngps. You are commanded to hasten 
to Peking. You are Incurring Imperial dis- 
pleasure by delay.- You have been ap- 
pointed} viceroy of Chl-Lt because, with 
your military experience, you will suc- 
cessfully lead the imperial armies against 
the foreigners.In Chl-LI,. which Yu Lu, the 
present viceroy. Is unable to do, owing to 
his Ignorance In military affairs.' 

"LI Hung Chang replied to this edict, 
asking to be allowed to retire on account 
of his jige. 

"Sheng now admits that he has had .tele- 
grams -since July 19 announcing that every 
foreigner in Pao Ting Fu was murdered, 
including 40 British, French and American 
missionaries, and announcing also that two 
French! Jesuits and a thousand converts 
have been massacred at Kwang Ping FU, 
on thejborders of Shan Tung and Chl-Li. 
A majority of the consuls favor strong 
measures against Sheng's duplicity." 

Berlin, July 30. — The Chinese ' lega- 
tion in Berlin has received a message 
from Sheng, director general of rail- 
ways and telegraphs, saying that he 
has received a dispatch from Peking 
announcing that Gen. Tung Fuh Siang 
threatens to kill all the members of the 
legations if the international forces 
advance upon Peking. Evidently the 
legation is embarrassed by the receipt 
of this dispatch, as the Chinese minis- 
ter has not communicated it to the 
Germin government. The legation has 
cabled the viceroy of Xankin request- 
ing him to try to get information as to 
whether the widow of Baron von Ket- 
teler, the murdered German minister, is 
still alive. 

London, July 30. — The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph! says he is still firmly convinced 
that, the ministers are safe, but, with, 
the exception of an alleged message 
from the Japuneso legation in Peking, 
dated July 19, brought by a runner, 
saying that the legation was still de- 
fendii g itself, nothing has yet been 
published giving anything -in the 
nnturs of proof. On the other hand, 
the ( aily incoming reports of the 
massEcre of missionaries and foreign- 
ers leaves only the most Blender 
threa 1 upon which to hang a hope. 

Th( general situation is steadily be- 
comit g darker, and a crisis is said 
to be fast approaching. It is rumored 
in Shanghai that 10,000 Chinese 
troop i have been secretly moved into 
that i icinity, and that the commander 
of tha Kiang Yu forts has been or- 
dered to fire if any further addition 
is m:de to the number of foreign 
ships ascending the river. Rioting 
has already occurred at Kiu Kiang,

London, July 30.— /The Daily Mail's 
Shanghai correspondent telegraphs 
that a Russian banker, wh'o left Peking 
July 7 and arrived at Shanghai Wednes- 
day, July 25, says that when he left 
Peking. all the legations had been de- 
stro)*ed and all the foreigners mur- 
dered. The ministers, seeing death 
was inevitable, shot their families. 

Washington. July 30.— The secretary 
of state has received a dispatch from 
Mr. Fowler, the American consul at 
Cbefoo, dated at midnight on the 26th: 

"This morning, by request of the allied 
admirals, I wired the governor (supposed 
to be the governor of Shantung) their wish 
to get news from ministers 'themselves. 
The governor now replies: 

" 'Have received to-day edict from em* 
peror Baying that' the ministers are well 
They are Bending provisions to the 'lega- 
tions. Am confident ministers out of dis- 
tress and reuqest you (Fowler) transmit 
thlB preliminary announcement to admir-

(Signed) " 'YUAN, Governor.' " 

Secretary Hay also has received a 
cablegram from United States Consul 
McWade, at Canton, stating that the 
viceroy, Tak, assures him. that the min- 
isters were all alive nnd well on July 24.

London, July 30.— A special dispatch 
from Cape Town says: "Gen. Christian 
Dewet has offered to surrender on con- 
dition that his followers be permitted 
to return to their homes unmolested. 
Lord Roberts has refused anything ex- 
cept unconditional surrender.". 

A dispatch from Lord Roberts to the 
British war office Friday said: 

"Broadwood is still watching Christian 
Dewet, who has taken, up a position on 
high hills near Keltzburg, about -: seven 
miles south of the Vaal. P. Dewet, a 
younger brother of Christian, surrendered 
at Kroonstad yesterday." 

London, July 30. — Operations in 
South Africa have again arrived at a 
sort of standstill. Pretoria telegrams 
announce that' Lord Roberts has re- 
turned there with his staff, appar- 
ently finding it useless to spend his 
energies against a constantly retreat- 
ing foe. 

London, July 30. — A dispatch from 
Fouriesburg, dated July 27, shows that, 
the capture of Fouriesburg was pre- 
ceded by heavy fighting to force a pas- 
sage of the passes, which was stub- 
bornly contested for two days. Gen. 
Hunter's forces had the hardest work 
in forcing Relief's nek, his casualties 
amounting to about 100. Upwards-of 
6,000 Boers, with a very large number 
of wagons, a large quantity of stores 
and many cattle, have now been driven 
into the mountain passes, where they, 
are watched by British troops. Their 
escape from that point will be very diffi- 
cult. 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph 
from Lourenzo' Marques says that 
President Kruger is now at Water- 
valohder. "■ He adds that a big fight* is 
expected and that, if the Boers are 
beaten, President Kruger will trek 
through Swaziland to Delagoa bay 
and take a steamer for Europe.

Cincinnati,. July 30.— On account of 
domestic troubles the wife of Albert 
Kipp, a brakeman,- recently left 'him 
and returned to her parents.

and Xine Wounded, 

Detroit, Mich.; July . 30.— Section 1 
of the Buffalo. Bill wild west shows 
train suffered a severe collision near 
Milwaukee Junction shortly before 
daylight Sunday, resulting .'in the 
smashing of a show employes' car 
containing, some 40 sleeping inmates. 
Edward Sullivan is dead and nine oth- 
ers are in Detroit hospitals suffering 
from more or less serious injuries. 
The Wild West company gave its ex- 
hibition at Ypsilanti on Saturday and 
shows at.Pontiac to-day. At the time 
of the collision the' train, consisting 
of 20 wagon and stock cars, four of 
the show's sleeping cars and a Grand 
Trunk caboose, was being transferred 
from the Michigan Central to the De- 
troit, Grand Haven & Milwaukee road. 
The train was being pushed backward 
from the "Y" at the Milwaukee junc^- 
.tion when it was struck by an out- 
going Grand Trunk freight train. The 
caboose .was jammed into and forced 
on top of Buffalo Bill's employes' 
sleeper No. 56, which was filled with 
sleeping tent and canvas men. Wheij 
the uninjured men had recovered 
from the shock the wrecked sleeper 
was chopped open and the injured 
-gradually gotten out. The car was a 
complete wreck, excepting at one. end.

wide. Importance because It "affects the 
forfeited tax law passed by the last legis- 
lature, in thbt^the court finds that the 
plaintiff Is the owner In "fee simple of the 
property.

The. people were passive, unenthusiasr 
tic and not even interested. ' Failing - to 
perceive any tangible, effective results 
of amnesty, they say they can see no 
reasons for celebrating. Judge Taft 
and his colleagues of the commission 
felt constrained to decline to attend 
the banquet, as they had been informed 
that the speeches would favor inde- 
pendence, under American protec- 
tion, and' they could not passively 
lend their acquiescence by being- pres- 
ent. Senor Paterno, foreseeing the 
suspension of the banquet without the 
Americans, frantically appealed to 
them to attend, promising that there 
should be no speeches.

The guarda 
were doubled both days* and the au- 
thorities forbade the display of Fili- 
pino flags and of pictures of President 
McKinley. and Aguinaldo fraternally 
framed..

both the Finnish and the Swedish lan- 
guage in "the land of the thousand 
lakes." Upon the heels of Hhis fatal 
manifesto comes the order to suppress 
Nya Pressen for all time. This paper 
has been the most outspoken and fear- 
less defender of the rights of Finland. 
The fate of Finland has aroused the 
thinking Swedes and Norwegians to a 
keener realization of the.f act that they 
materially- increase the danger from 
the Bast by their quarrels." -Thissen- 
timent'is voiced in Malmotidningen of 
July 4, which says in part: "Does the 
fate of Finland teach the other Scandi- 
navian peoples anything? Many things 
betoken a realization of the common 
danger threatening us. In Sweden it 
appears as a greater readiness to" make 
sacrifices for the defenses of the coun- 
try. Our neighbor across the Kjolen 
mountains has been enthusing our 
defenses for some time past, but his 
aim has been to protect himself 
against his brother to. the east. Is it 
not about time to lay aside the battle 
trumpet of petty jealousies and think 
on a larger scale* about the future ol 
the Scandinavian nations? After all, 
it does not make much ' difference 
whether you are a Westgote or a Nor 
wegian, a man from Bergen or a Swede 
A Skane man and one from Dalarne, 
Norrbottning and a Gotlanning really 
differ far more from each other than 
do a Norwegian and a Swede. What' > 
the^use of these eternal quarrels, con- 
sidering that we are all Scandinavians; 
that we use practically the same lan- 
guage, and that we have, mainly th; 
same customs and laws? We are als > 
equally interested in not.being treate 1 
to a manifesto which cuts. off all our 
little differences by assimilating ua in 
the motherly bosom of the great and 
holy Russian empire." 

SWEDEN.

submlssiveness has proven to be of no 
use.

It is feared 
that the complete abolishment of tho * 
senate is only a, question" qf time. 

Dr. Lille, publisher of Nye Pressen* 
which was suppressed- a short time 
ago, says that everything "points to the- 
Russificatlon . of Finland.- At first it 
was thought that the present policy of 
Russia in regard to Finland was 
crowded upon the czar. . But now it is. 
plain that the ^ czar himself is thor- 
oughly commitled to the policy of 
Russifying Finland as speedily as pos- 
sible. The- only salvation lies in the 
remote posstt^ity - of . Russia being 
drawn into sc>ie terrible world-war 
that may exhaust her strength. 



DENMARK. 

The experiment "of employing con- 
victs to improve waste land is a de- 
cided success, and "colonies on the 
heath" may be regarded as a part of 
the penal institutions of Deniriark. 
Twenty convicts have just returned to 
the Korsen penitentiary after having 
worked for two months on the heath 
of the Steen-Blicher forestry associa- 
tion. Their work was very" satisfac- 
tory- They first planted 120.000 pine 
and spruce trees and then dug' holes 
and gutters for trees on 500 acres 
more. Several of the convicts will re- 
ceive bounties from the association, 
and all o.f them distinguished them- 
selves by, an exemplary behavior In 
September a new colony will be, sent 
out to continue the work."

Description of a Device Tlint Hbi 

Ut-eu L'sed for Year* and Give* 

Entire Satlxfnctluu. 

An Oklahoma farmer recently in- 
quired for a homemade baler. The one 
in the accompanying sketch answers 
very well. I have used it for a number 
or years and find it gives entire satis- 
faction. The top and bottom frame is 
made of any desired dimension, the top 
(a) being a little larger than the bot- 
tom frame (b). This permits the easy 
removal of the ba'.e from the box after 
it "has been" tied. The sides ami ends 
are boarded up from the inside, leaving 
a space an incfi or so wide between, the 
boards. At each end a space is left for 
a rod (c), which is placed above the 
"follower." On the front side there are 
notches cut in the board near the top, 
forming holes (d). through which balls

of baling twine can be thrust. Cleats 
are nailed to the inside close to the 
bottom of the box and upon these the 
floor is laid and nailed. A shaft (b) is 
placed on the extension of the lower 
frame. There is a windlass in the cen- 
ter and a reel at ,ench end. On the op- 
posite side o£ the lower frame at each 
end there is a staple (e), into which is 
fastened a cord (f) long enough to go 
over the pulley, which is over the 
end of the rod (c). . This rod 
runs across the top of the box above the 
"follower" The cord (f) extends down 
to the reels at each end of the shaft (b), 
and U fastened to it. 

To operate this device, first bring the 
ends of the twine from four balls over 
the top of the back side of the box, car- 
rying the string down Inside of the box, 
then across the floor. and out- through 
the space in the front near the shaft 
(b). Fill the box with hay or other ma- 
terial to be baled, tramping it down as 
hard as possible while filling. When 
full, bring the balls of twine over the 
top and thrust them through the holes 
at d. Then place the "follower" in the 
box above the contents nftd-f-owe-the 
rod (c) through the space at the ends 
of the box, beneath the top of the 
frame and above the "follower." Put 
an to the endsof the rods the two pul- 
leys carrying the cords attached to the 
reel. Now with the long lever used on 
the windlass, the reels are wound up, 
bringing down the "follower" until the 
hay in the box is tightly compressed. 
Tie the twine and the bale is ready to be 
removed from the press.— Orange Judd 
Farmer..

Mason cared 
for Porter, as tenderly as a I mother 
would a sick child, and- as fie held 
the fever-stricken hand of his com- 
rade-friend, he made a vow {that in 
life his only aim would be , the re- 
demption of the money he had lost. 

On his return he set about fulfilling 
his promise and plunged at once into 
the vortex of speculation. [Several 
times he bad come within a few thou- 
sand dollars of winning the j desired 
sum, but the next week he would 
make a loss, as so many have done 
before him. " ■.,!.*■*? 

Those interested have trledj to dis- 
suade him from hts reckless (though 
honorable effqrts, and Miss Porter has 
Joined with them In a desire that he 
rclinqush hs purpose. But still the 
young man keeps on speculating. Will 
he win?
